If Streptocarpus sounds to you like 
something one should see a throat 
specialist about, you have a pleas- 
ant surprise coming. It’s one of the 
most delightful of houseplants, a 
member of the easy-to-grow ges- 
neriad family, which includes the 
common African violet. It’s also 
called Cape primrose, after the 
Cape of Good Hope where it 
originates. Most spectacular in 
the genus Streptocarpus is S. gran- 
dis. From an almost microscopic 


seed it grows in 18 months or so to 
a 3-foot-long leaf. That’s right, one 
leaf. The plant never has more. 
Even the flower stalks develop 
from the leaf’s midrib. Unfortu- 
nately, S. grandis is the one mem- 
ber of this species that is difficult 
to grow except inside a green- 
house, so you'll probably have to 
wait until you visit a botanical gar- 
den before you can see one. S. 
rexii, on the other hand, is not only 
an easy indoor grower, but an easy 
bloomer as well. My hybrid, “Blue 
Nymph,” has flowered continu- 
ously for a year and a half. It 
should have a rest, but nc matter 
how hard I try, I can’t convince it 
to stop flowering for a white. The 
foliage consists of luxurious, foot- 
long, velvety leaves growing out of 
a central rosette. Needle-thin stems 
bear a profusion of deep-throated 


pale lavender flowers lined with 
purple pinstriping. Most Strepto- 
carpus plants need only good in- 
direct light, a loose humus-y soil, 
normal house temperatures, and 
good humidity to thrive. So what 
are you waiting for?

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His nibs 

Stanton Mitrany believes he is the 
first quill-pen merchant in history. 
He happened into his trade when 
he bought a penknife in a London 
antiques shop, then taught himself 
to use it. As it happens, our ances- 
tors readied their own supplies 


with a special cutting tool, but 
after the steel-tipped pen was in- 
troduced about 115 years ago, the 
quill-pen was abandoned. “Mak- 
ing a quill-pen was like tying your 
shoelaces. Everyone knew how to 
do it, so no one wrote down how 
it was done,” says Mr. Mitrany. It 
took him 3 years of research to 
perfect a 26-step hand-manufac- 
turing process that allows him to 
make 3,000 quill-pens a week. He 
uses only goose quills, which are 
cut, abraded, and polished to pro- 
duce a nib. A slit 2/10,000-of-an- 
inch wide is made in the tip to hold 
a single drop of sepia-colored ink. 
You can write up to 50 words 
without a refill! The pens produce 
a lovely semi-italic script and 
Mitrany promises that no two 
quills “paint” in quite the same 
way. Each quill costs $2.50; six 
quills, $10; quill-pens require wa- 
ter-soluble ink, 2 ounces, 75¢.

A king’s ransom of Tut repro- 
ductions—in gold, silver, bronze, 
cloisonné, and semiprecious stones 
—will accompany the tour and 
can be bought in the museums.

Your plated silver caster was made 
by the Aurora Silver Plate Mfg. 
Co., active at Aurora, Ill., from 
1869 to about 1915-1920. The 
caster was one of the most fashion- 
able pieces of Victorian plated sil- 
ver tableware, and properly should 
be placed in the center of the din- 
ing table. 


Addendum 


One of our readers has provided 
the additional information about 
the sculpture Ariadne on Panther, 
which appeared here May, 1976: 
Ariadne on Panther, in German 


Ariadne auf dem Panther, was 


made in 1814 by German sculptor 
Johann Heinrich von Dannecker 
(1758-1841). The material was 
clear, white Carrara marble; the 
size, slightly larger than life. It was 
bought by Simon Moritz von Beth- 
mann, owner of the world-re- 
nowned Bank Gebrüder Beth- 
mann, who kept the sculpture as 
part of his collection in a special 
building, open to the public, near 
his Frankfurt on Main mansion. 
Ariadne was considered one of the 
most significant works of German 
classicism. The sculpture, together 
with many ot was destroyed 
on March 22, 1944, during a Brit- 
ish air raid on Frankfurt.

The finances 
of divorce 


Do you know the benefits of an alimony trust? 
What you should do about insurance? 
Why a working wife should claim at least 
one child as a dependent?

The plain fact of the matter is that 
most divorces are a disaster for all 
the obvious reasons that most of us 
choose to ignore. They’re usually 
the product of too much emotion 
and too little planning. According 
to a recent psychological study, 
next to the death of a close relative, 
divorce is the most traumatic ex- 
perience a person can have. 

Take the typical divorce—if any 
can be considered typical. It’s con- 
ceived in disappointment, born in 
disagreement, and usually ends in 
despair. To make matters worse, 
all the proceedings usually take 
place in an atmosphere of high 
dudgeon and fear. No wonder we 
have such misconceptions about 
divorce. Ask a man about divorce, 
and chances are that he'll tell you 
about some ex-husband who’s now 
a slave to his ex-wife’s alimony 
payments. Ask a woman, and she'll 
probably tell you about all the ex- 
wives who are left scratching 
around to make ends meet after 
sacrificing so much to their mar- 
riages. Both points of view are cor- 
rect—divorce settlements usually 
are not very equitable. 

The sad part of it is that it 
doesn’t have to be that way. Di- 
vorce is something you should 
think about and even make contin- 
gency plans for—even if you're 
wildly happy with your marriage. 
(The wealthy have been doing this 
for generations with pre-nuptial 
agreements that spell out exactly 
what each spouse’s rights are be- 
fore the wedding ceremony even 
takes place.) That may not seem 
very romantic, but with one-third 
of all first marriages ending in di- 
vorce, there’s a fairly high risk that 
it will happen to you or someone 
in your family. Ironically enough, 
a friend who’s a psychiatrist says 
that more marriages would prob- 
ably work out better if couples 
opened up with one another and 
discussed the possibility of divorce 
openly. And as a divorce lawyer 
puts it: If your marriage doesn’t 
work out, the least you can do is 
work out a divorce settlement that 
both of you can live with—espe- 
cially if any children are involved. 

A little bit of forethought and 
planning can do wonders for your 
divorce, as well as your relationship 
to your ex-spouse-to-be. By taking 


some tax and financial facts into 
consideration, you can both come 
away with more money than you 
ordinarily would and you won't be 
freighting your relationship with 
an ongoing anger. 


Alimony or 
lump-sum 
payment? 


The amount of alimony and child 
support a spouse gets usually 
amounts to 30 to 50 percent of a 
husband’s income. (Even though 
some 19 states have laws providing 
for alimony for husbands, it’s still 
fairly rare.) How much alimony 
and child support an ex-wife gets 
usually depends on who’s legally 
“at fault” for the divorce, on the 
husband’s finances, the wife’s age, 
and the ages of the children. A 
woman who has no job skills and 
is 40 or older will usually get more 
than a younger woman. 

Alimony and child support pay- 
ments should be negotiated with an 
eye toward all the possible tax 
breaks or consequences of each 
type of arrangement. Alimony pay- 
ments are taxable to the wife and 
tax deductible to the husband. Ac- 
cording to the IRS, payments qual- 
ify as alimony if they are periodi- 
cally made over an indefinite peri- 
od of time with no total amount 
set. As with anything else in the tax 
code, there are some major excep- 
tions. A set amount paid in install- 
ments over 10 years or longer is 
deductible. However, make sure 
that there are at least 10 equal in- 
stallments, because each one is de- 
ductible only up to 10 percent of 
the total amount settled upon. 
Even a fixed amount that’s paid out 
in less than 10 years may be de- 
ductible—providing the arrange- 
ment calls for payments to end or 
change when the wife remarries, 
the husband’s finances change, or 
if one of them dies. Normally, ali- 
mony payments end when a wife 
remarries. 

Some couples agree on lump- 
sum payments in lieu of alimony. 
They are neither taxable to the 
wife nor tax deductible for the hus- 
band. From the wife’s vantage 
point, a lump-sum settlement can

make a lot of sense. For one 
thing, what she gets will not be 
eaten into by taxes—which 
means that she'll have more 
assets to work with. For an- 
other, there’s no risk that her 
husband may skip out on his 
alimony obligations, be late 
with payments, or go broke. 
From a husband’s point of 
view, a lump-sum settlement 
also has some advantages. 
First, it lets him start all over 
again—without the burden of 
seemingly endless alimony 
payments. (The risk is that in 
New York and some other 
states, a wife can later petition 
the court for more alimony if 
she’s frittered away her settle- 
ment.) What’s more, a hus- 
band can usually negotiate a 
smaller settlement by arguing 
that his wife will get to keep 
all of the assets, instead of 
paying taxes on them as she 
would with alimony. Gener- 
ally, this kind of arrangement 
makes the most sense for a 
husband who has a lot of tax- 
free income from government 
bonds or other investments 
and doesn’t need the tax de- 
ductions he can get from ali- 
mony. One word of warning: 
Don’t use assets that have ap- 
preciated in value as part of 
the settlement. The IRS treats 
this kind of settlement as a 
sale, and you'll be hit with 
what could amount to a huge 
capital gains tax when the 
transfer of property is made. 


Alimony trusts 


If the husband stands to gain 
more by reducing his taxable 
income than by getting tax 
deductions for alimony, he 
might consider setting up an 
alimony trust. The income 
from an alimony trust, paid to 
the wife on his behalf, is not 
counted as income for him. 
What’s more, he can set up the 
trust so that he can eventually 
get back the principal, or 
change its beneficiaries. How- 
ever, if any trust principal has 
to be used to meet the hus- 
band’s alimony obligations, it 
can’t be deducted as alimony. 
What’s more, it’s foolish to 
use tax-exempt bonds to fund 
the trust—that income. 
wouldn’t be taxed anyway. 
Anyone considering an ali- 
mony trust should weigh its 
advantages against the fact 
that he must give up some 
control over the assets used to 
fund the trust. And he’ll have 
to pay taxes on any trust in-

come that’s used as child support. 

For the wife, an alimony trust is 
a fairly steady source of income— 
and she won’t be saddled with the 
burden of managing assets. How- 
ever, the tax consequences to her 
depend on the kind of alimony 
trust used. In one type (allowed in 
Section 71 of the IRS Code), which 
is set up as part of the separation 
agreement, all the income distrib- 
uted by the trust is taxable. The 
other kind (allowed in Section 682 
of the IRS Code) is, in fact, a regu- 
lar trust set up before there are any 
marital problems, which can then 
be converted to an alimony trust. 
Any trust distributions to the wife 
from tax-exempt bonds, trust prin- 
cipal, or other tax-free sources are 
not taxable to the wife. 

Alternatively, as part of the sep- 
aration or divorce agreement, the 
husband can make nonalimony 
payments of a set amount through 
a trust for a fixed number of years 
—with no strings attached. Be- 
cause these aren’t alimony pay- 
ments, the wife only has to worry 
about trust income from taxable 
sources, not any trust income from 
tax exempt sources. And the hus- 
band can pay her through the trust 
with untaxed dollars. 


Child support 


Z 
Child support payments have no 
direct tax consequences. Indirect- 
ly, however, they have tremendous 
tax consequences, and should play 
a large role in divorce negotiations. 
If a portion of the payments made 
by a husband aren’t clearly labeled 
as child support, everything he 
pays his wife will be treated as ali- 
mony by the IRS. Here’s how it 
works out. 

If a husband has a high income 
and his wife doesn’t work, they 
might consider the following ar- 
rangement. First, they should fig- 
ure out what she and the children 
will need to live on. Then they 
should label as much of that as is 
possible as alimony—so that he 
can get the biggest available tax 
break. Sure, she’ll have to pay taxes 
on the alimony she receives, but 
she’ll be in a much lower tax brack- 
et than her husband. He in turn 
could agree to pay her additional 
alimony to cover the extra burden. 

If the wife works, the split be- 
tween alimony and child support 
will have to take into account the 
tax brackets of the husband and 
the wife. However, if the wife gets 
more in tax-free child-support pay- 


ments, she should be prepared to 
accept a lower alimony settlement. 
For example, assume a husband 
makes $40,000 a year and his wife 
earns $20,000 a year. He agrees to 
give her a total of $10,000 a year 
as alimony and child support. If it 
turned out that he wanted to give 
her $7,000 in alimony and $3,000 
in child support, her taxable in- 
come would shoot up to $27,000, 
and he would have a hefty tax de- 
duction of $7,000. She would be 
wiser to agree to receive $1,000 
less ($9,000 instead of $10,000), if 
$4,000 of it was designated as ali- 
mony and $5,000 as child support. 
That way, she’d save substantially 
on taxes. He, in turn, would lose 
$3,000 in tax deduction but would 
save $1,000 after-tax dollars. 

Who claims the children as de- 
pendents should also be worked 
out in the separation agreement. 
Generally, the parent that pays 
more than half a child’s costs can 
claim the dependency deduction of 
$750 per child. Whoever claims the 
child as a dependent can also de- 
duct any of that child’s medical 
expenses that he or she pays. (If 
the child isn’t considered your de- 
pendent, you can’t write off the 
medical expenses, even if you pay 
them.) As long as the father con- 
tributes $1,200 a year in support, 
(and if that comes to more than 
half the child’s costs), he can claim 
that child as a dependent—even if 
the child lives with the mother. 
Even if the husband claims all the 
children as dependents, however, 
the mother may still be able to file 
a head-of-household tax return -if 
the children live with her. 

If the wife works, or plans to, 
she should try to claim at least 
one child as a dependent. That 
way, she'll be able to qualify for 
the child-care deduction—as much 
as $4,800 a year—for costs such as 
babysitting, domestic help, day- 
care centers, and so on. 


Division of 
property

It can be very tricky. In commu- 
nity property states—Texas, Cali- 
fornia, Idaho, Arizona, Washing- 
ton, New Mexico, Louisiana, and 
Nevada—all property other than 
gifts and inheritances acquired 
during the marriage is split evenly. 
In noncommunity property 
states, the spouse who holds title to 
the property “owns” it. Even so, 
in some states the courts may step 
in and make “an equitable distribu- 
tion” of property, regardless of 
ownership. In other states, the

courts take into consideration the 
fact that one spouse may have 
helped the other buy property. 

Be very careful about transfer- 
ring appreciated property, because 
you'll be liable for a capital gains 
tax on the difference in value from 
the date you bought it and when 
it’s transferred. Jointly owned 
property can be an even bigger tax 
problem. For example, assume that 
your home and vacation cabin at 
the shore are jointly owned. You 
agree to give your wife your half 
of the house, and she to give you 
her half of the vacation cabin. 
Bingo—you both have to pay capi- 
tal gains taxes on half the value of 
these houses. The way around this 
bind is to wait until after the di- 
vorce decree to transfer the prop- 
erty—providing you can still trust 
each other. That way, the arrange- 
ment will not be considered a “sale 
for marital rights”; it will simply 
be a tax-free exchange of similarly 
valued properties. You may, how- 
ever, be liable for some gift taxes, 
depending on the value of the prop- 
erties involved. 


Insurance 


One of the most important ele- 
ments of any divorce negotiation is 
insurance. Generally, a wife should 
take out some life insurance on her 
ex-husband—especially if she’s 
going to receive alimony. It will be 
her only security in the event he 
dies. What’s more, it will help 
make up for the fact that she may 
get nothing from his estate when 
he dies. What usually happens is 
that a husband transfers his exist- 
ing life-insurance policies to his 
wife, and continues to pay the 
premiums as part of the settlement. 
She then owns the policies. (Note 
that for estate tax purposes, in any 
case, it is wise for each spouse to 
own the insurance of the other 
spouse.) The premiums he pays 


are tax deductible, and taxable to 
her. However, he may have to pay 
a gift tax on them if the premiums 
amount to more than $3,000 a 
year. If he transfers a whole-life 
policy to his wife, he will no longer 
be able to borrow against the pol- 
icy’s built-up cash value, because 
she now owns it. Hence, many hus- 
bands borrow against the policy 
before transferring it. The 5 to 8 
percent interest is relatively cheap 
and completely tax deductible. 

You should also take a look at 
all your other types of insurance 
coverage. Many husbands agree to 
pay for their children’s medical 
bills over, say, $200 a year—or 
whatever his family insurance cov- 
erage will take care of. (Family 
health insurance will take care of 
the kids after a divorce, but not the 
wife—so she may need a new pol- 
icy herself.) And if the wife gets 
the home as part of the agreement, 
she may ask that he pay for the 
homeowners’ insurance. 

Finally, as part of the settle- 
ment, a husband should consider 
picking up all the legal fees as part 
of the alimony agreement, so that 
they can be deducted from his 
taxes. (Anything labeled as ali- 
mony is tax deductible. Normally, 
however, legal fees are not, unless 
the advice given deals with tax 
matters.) If a husband is unwilling 
to pay the entire bill for legal fees, 
both spouses should ask their at- 
torneys for an itemized bill. That 
way, they'll be able to deduct the 
tax advice. 

By all means, if divorce is inevit- 
able, get the best legal help you 
can afford—regardless of how ra- 
tional you think your divorce ne- 
gotiations will be. Negotiations can 
fall apart at the drop of a nasty 
crack or the flare of a temper. 
Should that happen, you'll want a 
cool, smart lawyer to look after 
your best interests. What’s more, 
the better the settlement, the less 
likely the chances of either of you 
having to go back to court to re- 
negotiate the terms. W

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Are medical 
checkups all they’re 
cracked up to be? 


An up-to-date report 
on preventive medicine

“Tt must be concluded that the an- 
nual physical examination has 
proved to be little more than an 
elaborate and expensive ritual that 
has not fulfilled its promise,” wrote 
Dr. Richard Spark in a recent arti- 
cle in The New York Times Mag- 
azine. 

The National Cancer Institute 
called a meeting in July specifically 
to defend the X-ray examination 
called mammography to screen os- 
tensibly healthy women below the 
age of 50 for hidden breast cancer, 
after accusations that the risks of 
radiation for younger women were 
greater than those of cancer. 

Ivan Illich, in his controversial 
book, Medical Nemesis (Panthe- 
on), attacking the “sick-making 
powers of diagnosis and therapy,” 
writes, “Healthy people need mini- 
mal bureaucratic interference to 
mate, give birth, share the human 
condition, and die.” (see House & 
Garden, September, 1976.) 

A year ago, preventive medicine 
was being touted as the only hope 
in our fight against mortality. “You 
don’t take your car for granted,” 
said Dr. Ernst L. Wynder of the 
American Health Foundation. “It 
has regular checkups. But you take 
your body for granted. We all have 
the illusion of immortality.” Regu- 
lar checkups for all Americans 
were being urged by Federal agen- 
cies as well as private institutions 
to try to prevent disease before it 
happened. 

But now, suddenly, the tide 
seems to have turned. Today some 
doctors say that checkups are over- 
rated, that they find too little and 
cost too much, that we are over- 
doctored. What is the truth? 

To explore the matter, I paid a 
visit to one of the pioneer institutes 
in the field of preventive medicine, 
the Strang Clinic in New York 
City. Founded in 1940 as part of 
the Memorial Hospital for Cancer 
and Allied Diseases by Dr. Elise 
Strang L’Esperance, the clinic re- 
flected Dr. L’Esperance’s belief 
that the most effective approach to 
the control and prevention of can- 
cer was through detection before 
symptoms appeared. In 1963, the 
clinic became an independent, non- 
profit center for preventive medi- 
cine. One of its most valuable con- 
tributions to medical science is the 


“Pap Test,” originated by Dr. 
George Papanicolaou at the clinic 
to screen patients for uterine can- 
cer: 

Today, the Preventive Medicine 
Institute/Strang Clinic admits 
from 18,000 to 20,000 patients a 
year, mostly in the 40s to 70s age 
group, when people begin to be 
more aware of physical problems. 
These patients fill out a question- 
naire and are then given a compre- 
hensive examination, for $130. 
This examination is designed to 
show up any early signs of cancer 
or other problems that can be 
cured or controlled by prompt 
medical attention. The clinic em- 
phasizes it is not a treatment cen- 
ter, but a diagnostic facility. Pa- 
tients may then be referred to spe- 
cialists for treatment. 

Dr. Margaret Dressler is Asso- 
ciate Medical Director of the 
Strang Clinic, and I put to her the 
question about checkup or no 
checkup that has been so much in 
the news recently. “I have been at 
the clinic for 30 years,” she told 
me, “so I have some background 
to answer your question. In my 
opinion, the question is not ‘should 
we all have an annual examina- 
tion? which most doctors would 
agree is a very good thing, but ‘is 
it worth the money?’ I would say 
that if a person has the money to 
spend, and feels that a checkup is 
necessary for his or her own com- 
fort and peace of mind, then it is 
well worth it. A lot of things are 
picked up—diabetes, hypertension, 
vaginal infections—that can be 
corrected if found early enough, 
quite apart from cancer. 

“You must understand that mo- 
tivation is involved here. If we of- 
fered this examination free of 
charge, to a large group of people, 
100 percent would by no means 
take advantage of the offer. Some 
people just don’t want to know. 
But for those who do, it is of value, 
because it gives them reassurance. 
We are also psychiatrists, you 
know. We relieve people’s anxie- 
ties, their worries, and that is no 
small thing.” 

Dr. Dressler pointed out that 
unfortunately, the Strang-type ex- 
amination is too expensive to carry 
out as a public health program, if

it is doctor-oriented. “But cheaper 
examinations, with specially 
trained nurses rather than doctors 
in attendance, are now being made 
available across the country. We 
are also conducting selective 
screening of individuals according 
to their patterns of risk factors,” 
she explained. (Risk factors in- 
clude a heredity of cancer or heart 
disease, personal habits such as 
smoking or lack of exercise, and 
environmental hazards such as 
work with chemicals.) “Such pro- 
grams are being conducted at low- 
cost clinics so that we can discover 
people who have high-risk factors 
and help them to protect them- 
selves.” 

I then asked Dr. Dressler about 
the alarmist reports about breast 
X-rays and radiation. “Two years 
ago,” she said, “when we had all 
that excitement over the breast 
cancer of the two First Ladies, peo- 
ple almost blamed us for not offer- 
ing annual, or even six-monthly, 
breast X-rays. They wanted it at 
that time. But this institute has 
always been on the conservative 
side. We felt a mammography only 
had value for women over 40. Now 
the National Institutes of Health 
and the Cancer Society have ad- 
vanced that age to 50. So between 
the ages of 35 and 50 you only do 
it on indication, that is, if a woman 
has very lumpy breasts, or large 
breasts, or a very strong family 
history of cancer.” 

My last question concerned ac- 
cusations that Americans are over- 
conscious about health, over-doc- 
tored, and generally paying too 
much attention to checkups. 
“When this clinic was opened, we 
didn’t even see people under 30,” 
Dr. Dressler told me. “But nowa- 
days people between 20 and 30 
have become very health-con- 
scious, and they are the ones who 
want to come for a checkup, so we 
have now at the clinic an examina- 
tion for the under-40s which is 
streamlined (and costs less). In my 
opinion, if they need that reassur- 
rance, why shouldn’t they get it?” 

Statistics generally favor the 
notion of preventive medicine. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Daniel G. Miller, 
Director of the Strang Institute, 
“The survival rate after diagnosis 
at the Preventive Medicine Insti- 
tute/ Strang Clinic for patients with 
breast cancer, cancer of the colon, 
and uterine cancer is more than 
twice that of the national average. 
Improved survival rates have also 
been documented in similar pro- 
grams.” (Dr. Spark, however, 


quotes two studies that showed (a) 
a group of people who did not have 
checkups did not do appreciably 
worse than those who did, and (b) 
in 49 percent of cases studied, dis- 
ease diagnosis did not occur during 
the regular checkup.) 

Last year, Americans spent over 
$118 billion dollars on health. Less 
than 3 percent of that spending 
went toward the prevention of dis- 
ease. Yet it is now known that ma- 
jor causes of cancer, heart disease, 
and stroke come from risk factors 
(such as those mentioned above) 
that can be considerably lessened 
by preventive health care. Dr. John 
H. Knowles, president of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, was quot- 
ed in the Wall Street Journal as 
saying, “The individual must real- 
ize that a perpetuation of the pres- 
ent system of high-cost, after-the- 
fact medicine will only result in 
higher costs and more frustration. 
The next major advance in the 
health of the American people will 
result only from what the individ- 
ual is willing to do for himself.” 

It seems that two conclusions 
can be fairly drawn from my dis- 
cussions with Dr. Dressler: 

1. People over 40 should have 
an annual checkup, because it’s at 
that age that medical problems 
most commonly begin. 

2. Breast X-rays are valuable for 
women over 50, but between the 
ages of 35 and 50 are necessary 
only if a woman has indications, 
such as lumps or a history of can- 
cer. (You should, of course, have 
your breasts examined annually by 
a doctor at earlier ages, without a 
mammography, and learn to exam- 
ine yourself every month. ) 

As for the third question, being 
over-doctored, it seems to me to be 
entirely a question of common 
sense. If, as Dr. Dressler points 
out, you are seriously worried 
about your health, need reassur- 
ance, and can afford it, why 
shouldn’t you have a checkup? Af- 
ter all, it’s surely a very simple way 
to obtain—at least as far as health 
goes—peace of mind. W

Say cheese! 


Useful comparisons of the nutritional value 
of milk, meat, and cheese, 
and some healthy and savory cheese recipes 


By Eloise R. Trescher, RD 


When Samuel Johnson wrote, 
“The great source of pleasure is 
variety,” he was describing cheese 
aptly. There are well over 400 va- 
rieties and the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture has indexed more than 
800 names of cheese. 

All cheeses are made by coagu- 
lating milk, either whole or 
skimmed, extracting the whey, the 
liquid part of milk, and preserv- 
ing the curd, or the solid parts of 
the milk. The distinctive flavor 
and texture of cheese is determined 
by the action of yeast, molds, bac- 
teria, acidity, time, and the tem- 
perature that is employed in the 
treatment of the curd. Roquefort, 
for example, gets its blue marbled 
veins and sharp flavor from peni- 
cillin mold. 

Although the first dairy cows ar- 
rived in America at Jamestown, 
Va., in 1611, it was not until 1851 
that the first cheese factory was 
started in Rome, N.Y. Today it is 
estimated that one-fifth of the milk 
produced in this country is made 
into cheese. 

Here are some of the better 
known cheeses, divided into hard, 
soft, and semisoft categories.

For healthy people, cheese (except 
cream cheese) is an excellent pro- 
tein substitute for meat, fish, eggs, 
or poultry. If you feel like exchang- 
ing protein in your diet, 1 ounce 
cheese of the Cheddar type, or 1⁄4 
cup cottage cheese, approximates 1 
ounce lean meat, fish, or poultry 
(cooked weight), or 1 egg. 

Cheeses are relatively rich in 
calcium (except for cream cheese, 
cottage cheese, and Camembert), 
whereas meat, fish, and poultry are 
all low in calcium, unless one 
chews the bones. So are eggs, un- 
less one eats the shell (a benefit 


that would be canceled by the dam- 
age to your digestive system!). 
Most fish, shellfish, young chick- 
ens, calf’s liver, sweetbreads, and 
cottage cheese are low in fat, while 
pork, beef, sausage, lamb, and 
cheese (except cottage) are high. 
The wise person includes a wide 
variety of food in his diet in order 
to ensure nutritional adequacy. 
You can substitute cheese for 
other foods in your diet as often as 
you like, but you must be sure of 
the nutritional value. Remember, 
the harder the cheese, the lower 
the moisture content and the high- 
er the calorie value. Cheese is also 
a good substitute for milk, but only 
in protein and calcium. As the 


types of cheese are so varied, I 
have listed below the significant 
nutrients in /-ounce portions of se- 
lected cheeses. 
The flavor of cheese is enhanced 
by warming it to room tempera- 
ture for at least an hour before 
serving. Before a dinner party, 
bring out the cheese at the same 
time that you do the wine. 
Cheese should be cooked at low 
temperatures, only long enough 
for the cheese to melt. At high tem- 
peratures it becomes tough, rub- 
bery, and stringy, and the fat may 
separate from the curd. 

Cheese may be kept in the re- 
frigerator for several weeks, and 
in the freezer 2 to 12 months. For 


the refrigerator or freezer, cheese 
should be wrapped tightly in mois- 
ture-proof material to exclude air 
and prevent drying out. Trans- 
parent freezer wrap is a good 
choice. Hard cheeses freeze well 
in 1⁄2- to 1-pound packages. Only 
fast freezing is recommended; 
slow freezing results in a crumbly 
product when thawed. To thaw 
frozen cheese, leave it in its wrap- 
per, place in the refrigerator, and 
allow to thaw slowly. 

Mold that forms on cheese is 
harmless, and may be scraped off 
if it has not penetrated the fissures 
in the cheese. If cheese has dried 
out, grate it and use for cooking.

Steven De Baun’s Scrambled Eggs 
on Cheese Toast 


1⁄2 cup finely grated processed 14 pound butter

This is espe- 
cially nice for a large cocktail party where guests help themselves.

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The stargazer’s gazetteer 


You and your family can look through giant telescopes and enjoy 
free astronomy programs at observatories all over the United States 


By Elin McCoy 


Looked at the stars lately? These 
days it’s not just boy scouts, sail- 
ors, and astronomers who do it— 
psychiatrists, industrial tycoons, 
and rock guitarists are looking up, 
too. In Tucson, Ariz., stargazing 
capital of the United States, the 
city’s lights are dimmed at night 
so that everyone can stargaze. 
You may not be a star buff now, 
but looking through a big telescope 
is sure to convert you. It’s a tre- 
mendous, mind-expanding show— 
and it’s free. 

If you think that only Carl 
Sagan gets to see the polar icecaps 
on Mars through a huge telescope, 
you're wrong. All over the coun- 
try, research instruments, includ- 
ing some of the largest, multimil- 
lion dollar telescopes, are avail- 
able for public viewing sessions a 
few hours a week. Even amateur 
astronomers who spend hours 
nightly gazing upward with their 
own modest, backyard equipment 
write away for tickets to look 
through the really big ones—at 
McDonald Observatory in Fort 
Davis, Tex., for example, there’s 
usually a several months’ waiting 
list of people who want a peek 
through its giant 82-inch reflector. 

Most people are surprised to 
learn that there are hundreds of 
places across the country where 
the public can look through a large 
telescope. In every case, the tele- 
scope will be either a refractor 
(what most people think of when 
they think of a telescope—essen- 
tially an enormous spyglass) or a 
reflector (a telescope employing a 
large, sometimes huge, curved 
mirror to gather light). The diam- 
eter of the main lens or mirror of 
a telescope is commonly given as 
its size; the larger the size, the 
more light can be gathered, and

the more precisely faint objects 
can be seen. 

Typically, a viewing session will 
focus on one to a half-dozen or 
more of the most interesting 
“celestial objects.” Photographs 
obtained by lengthy time expo- 
sures or planetary probes like the 
Viking mission do offer views of 
stars and planets unobtainable by 
any other means, but there is 
nothing like the impact of actually 
seeing the stars or planets glowing 
against the infinite darkness of 
space. A viewer's usual comment 
about a sight such as the Hercules 
Cluster is a breathless “wow!”. 
Saturn’s perfect rings invariably 
provoke surprise that the planet 
could look as spectacular as it does 
in photographs. 

The unique experience of look- 
ing through a window on the uni- 
verse has been made available to 
the public by many colleges and 
universities for years. As a com- 
munity service, their astronomy 
departments have traditionally of- 
fered observatory open house, 
viewing programs, and lectures, as 
have a number of large research 
observatories. Visiting an observa- 
tory is a chance to see where and 
how astronomers work to unravel 
such mysteries as black holes, qua- 
sars, pulsars, and the question of 
extraterrestrial life, and is one of 
the few direct glimpses available 
into scientific research that is re- 
shaping our vision of ourselves, 
our earth, and the vast universe 
beyond. 

Despite the fact that few are 
advertised, observatory viewing 
programs are extremely popular. 

Other signs point to solid inter- 
est in the stars: The circulation of 
amateur astronomy magazines is 
growing, star guides and tele- 
scopes are selling briskly, and “star 
parties” are popular even in cities 
(I attended a crowded one recently 


atop the World Trade Center in 
New York City, sponsored by 
Hayden Planetarium). While some 
people are content just to look at 
the stars on a clear summer night, 
others are attracted by the fact that 
astronomy is one of the few 
sciences where the nonprofes- 
sional can make a serious contri- 
bution—observing variable stars 
or discovering comets. 

The observatories below are a 
sampling of the wide variety of 
facilities and viewing programs 
available around the country. 
There is no charge for any of the 
programs. If one of these isn’t near 
you, don’t be discouraged; inquire 
at the nearest planetarium or at the 
astronomy department of your 
local college or university. If 
you're planning to take the kids, 
remember that few children under 
12 will be capable of really appre- 
ciating what they see, particularly 
if they have to wait in line. When 
writing for tickets, reservations, or 
further information, be sure to 
include a self-addressed stamped 
envelope. Always telephone ahead 
if the weather is bad when you're 
scheduled to observe. Viewings are 
often cancelled in cloudy weather.

Stargazer’s gazetteer

Capital city sights evoke a strong emotional 
response from most Americans. 
For the best short trip, curb your passion 
to see it all

A city full of trees—a padding of 
green that softens the effect of so 
many white marble buildings. Ac- 
cess to Washington has the same 
pleasant look of the city itself. 
Coming into Dulles airport, you 
fly over the lush, rolling farmland 
of the Virginia Piedmont and claim 
your bags in Eero Saarinen’s beau- 
tiful, contemporary terminal. For 
Europeans this looks like the 
America of dreams. Modern archi- 
tecture at its best, placed in the 
middle of green fields. Domestic 
flights come into National Airport. 
A 10-minute drive from Capitol 
Hill. A drive that takes you over 
the Potomac on any one of the 
several bridges, right into the green 
expanses of the Mall or under the 
shadow of the Kennedy Center. 
The Metroliner arrives at Wash- 
ington’s Union Station, which 
stands practically under the sha- 
dow of the Capitol. The station, 
arousing memories of luxurious 
Pullman car travel, exemplifies an 
era when railroad stations were the 
best classical architecture in any 
town. Its central pavilion, a huge 
arched space inspired by the Arch 
of Constantine, makes as lofty a 
waiting room as the Beaux Arts era 
produced. The first link of Wash- 
ington’s new clean subway starts 
here and brings you to the surface 
on Connecticut Avenue where 
there are major downtown shops 
and hotels. 

Washington is all very acces- 
sible; the public is invited to poke 
around everywhere, to have an 
opinion on everything, to write a 
letter to a congressman or the 
President and get an answer. To 
get close to the founding myths of 


America. People coming to Wash- 
ington are looking to touch “‘lib- 
erty,” to have a seat on “democra- 
cy,” to see a “right” up close under 
somebody’s microscope. Those ex- 
periences are there to those who 
proceed with their physical and in- 
tellectual antennae up and twitch- 
ing. The point is to go over Capi- 
tol Hill with a fine-toothed comb, 
wander over every inch of the Mall, 
pester the White House guide with 
questions, and glory in the city lit 
up at night. Since there’s so much 
to see besides the invisible intan- 
gibles, I’ve taken an arbitrary han- 
dle on the horn of plenty and 
poured out things that any child 
would want to see, usually a fresh 
enough way to have a good time, 
plus whatever Ada Louise Huxta- 
ble has looked at in either love or 
scorn. It’s a question of experi- 
encing national mythology through 
architecture. And lots of archi- 
tects have fallen on their faces in 
awe of the requirements. That’s 
the fun of it. An over-view of the

Don’t fail to visit both the Senate and 
the House. The physical appearance... 
gives immediate clues to 
the purpose and function of each 


Washington, D.C. 
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city’s layout and its history will 
order the part of the city where 
you're apt to spend the most time. 

It was a Frenchman, Major 
Pierre Charles L’Enfant, a volun- 
teer in the revolutionary army and 
a friend of George Washington, 
who came up with a wheel layout 
and a low skyline for the new capi- 
tal city. Thomas Jefferson favored 
a gridiron plan, but L’Enfant 
found that idea tiresome and un- 
suitable. He had Paris in mind. An 
imperial administrator when it 
came to his vision, L’Enfant was 
finally dismissed for riding rough- 
shod over people and structures in 
realizing his dream. His legacy to 
the city is the monumentality of its 
layout. And a layout was all there 
was for a lot of the 19th century 
when cows roamed the Mall and 
several of the grand avenues went 
through swamps. 

Washington sits on a low plateau 
surrounded by hills, the Potomac, 
and another smaller river. 
L’Enfant geared his plan to the 
site. The center of the composition 
is the Capitol, which sits on a flat- 
topped rise overlooking everything. 
A pedestal waiting for a monu- 
ment, according to L’Enfant. The 
spokes of the wheel, major boule- 
vards linking the Capitol to the 
Washington Monument and the 
White House, radiate from it. 
These street-spokes divide the city 
into quadrants: northwest, south- 
west, etc. Since each section has 
streets named for numbers and let- 
ters, you must know whether you 
are northwest or southwest in or- 
der not to get lost. 

Start with the Capitol. To see 
it afresh, you need to wipe out its 
familiarity as a symbol of govern- 
ment. Almost every state in the un- 
ion has copied it for some of its 
state buildings. What familiarity 
can’t dull is its size and the view of 
the city it commands. The west 
front (actually the back of the 
building) looks straight down the 
Mall. The view chills its natural 
grandeur. Even the huge buildings 
that line the vista have a pleasing 
scale from here. 

The Capitol started off on a tiny 
scale in sandstone, was burnt by 
the British in 1814, and had picked 
up a lot of square feet in marble by 
1820. During the Civil War years, 
it reached its present size and plan 
—a large dome over a central ro- 
tunda with two large wings on ei- 
ther end that run perpendicular to 


the central axis. In 1875, Freder- 
ick Law Olmsted devised terracing 
to move down the hill from the 
west front to keep the building 
from appearing to teeter on its high 
pedestal. The statuary hall and the 
rotunda—except for the wonderful 
huge canvases by John Trumbull 
of events during and after the Rev- 
olution—were slightly disappoint- 
ing, perhaps more patriotic than 
anything else. The infectious vi- 
tality of the Capitol generates out 
of both its wings. 

Don’t fail to visit both the Senate 
and the House. The physical ap- 
pearance of the chambers and their 
members gives immediate clues to 
the purpose and function of each. 
The Senate Chamber seems small, 
full of leather, mahogany, and 
chandeliers. The antechambers 
glimpsed through the many door- 
ways that lead out of the chamber 
are elaborate and European. The 
senators seem very near—even 
from the balcony. They move 
gracefully and are well-dressed as 
a group. One realizes that most of 
their faces are familiar, since tele- 
vision has made them into news- 
stars. The press has wonderful 
seats in the balcony and an entire 
working area the size of a city 
room off each house. They are, by 
allotments of so much physical 
space in the Capitol, as written into 
the legislative process as is either 
house. 

If the Senate is sexist and tra- 
ditional, the House is the Elks 
Club. Noisy, relaxed, so much big- 
ger. The members aren’t so easy 
to recognize. But then there are 
two senators from New York, for 
example, and 41 representatives. 
There are no women senators now 
but about 18 women in the House 
of Representatives. The House is 
plain, democratic, and functional. 
They chose brown as their color. 

Nineteenth- and twentieth-cen- 
tury Washington sit side by side all 
over official Washington. Successes 
and mistakes date back to the be- 
ginning when with L’Enfant’s plan 
and everybody else’s approval, 
19th-century classicism set the 
stage for happy and unhappy 
buildings to come. The problem of 
architects today has been to keep 
the classical feeling—the scale, the 
marble, the high-mindedness—and 
do it for today. The amount of new 
building in the last 10 years is stag- 
gering and many architects have 
chosen the wrong swagger. One 
hears that local people don’t even 
know or care enough not to like 
what’s bad. Regarded as controver-

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sial are the Hirshhorn Museum and 
Sculpture Garden, the Kennedy 
Center, the Watergate complex 
next to it, the J. Edgar Hoover 
building, the Rayburn office build- 
ing, and others. Standing on the 
terrace of the Capitol’s west front, 
I found it easy to see why the cir- 
cular Hirshhorn is described as a 
bunker or doughnut. For one 
thing, it’s done in sandstone, not 
marble. Decide for yourself if the 
building is friendly to the art 
(paintings are inside—sculpture in 
the courtyard and across the street 
in the garden). Does it make any 
difference that there are no win- 
dows on the outside of the mu- 
seum? (The inside of the circular 
space is mostly glass.) Does the 
vastness of the Mall itself over- 
whelm even large Rodin casts, such 
as Balzac or the Burghers of Ca- 
lais? What about the placement of 
this big shape next to the tidy 
dimensions of the fairy-tale red 
brick Gothic home of the original 
Smithsonian that sits just over the 
fence?

Up the Mall from the Smith- 
sonian and the Hirshhorn is the 
new Air and Space Museum, a 
progression of white, windowless, 
marble blocks several stories high, 
connected and separated by huge 
sections of bronze glass. Through 
these clear, dark glass hangars one 
can see 50 years of flying machines 
strung up like so many bumblebees 
flying in formation. The view into 
these museum hangers is especially 
effective from the top of the step 
leading up to the National Gallery 
directly across the Mall. A Beaux 
Arts building designed by John 
Russell Pope and completed in 
1941, the National Gallery was the 
last Beaux Arts palace built along 
the Mall and probably the best, 
though at the time it was built it 
was criticized for not being modern 
enough. 

Separated from Pope’s white 
marble palace by Fourth Street is 
an odd, trapezoidal plot of land 
formed by Pennsylvania and Con- 
stitution Avenues as they converge 
on the Capitol. Here, nearly com- 
plete, is what Ada Louise Hux- 
table described as a “great building 
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for all time” when she saw the 
plans in 1971. Her lead that Sun- 
day in July gives an idea of what 
a New York critic thinks of recent 
Washington architecture “Wash- 
ington is finally going to have a 
good 20th-century building.” 
Breaking down an awkward trap- 
ezoid into two sleek triangles 
aligned to fill the space, I.M.Pei 
manages to mimic the principles 
of neoclassicism while building a 
modern building that has a lot of 
glass, levels, and towers. In height, 
in axis, in symmetry, and in a sim- 
ilar white marble, old and new con- 
form. A marble plaza connects 
them and underneath it a large 
concourse is lit by skylights that 
work like sculpture on the surface. 
This fall the restaurants in the con- 
course will be open, and, with the 
help of the people who conceived 
Zum Zum and Four Seasons in 
New York City, will add good 
food to its list of excellences. 

If your walking tour of Capitol 
Hill and the Mall turned out to be 
a hike, you'll be relieved to find 
that a block is still just a block 
around the White House. This is 
one of the most charming parts 
of official Washington. You'll find 
yourself feeling that the White 
House is a place you might com- 
fortably live in, and so is Blair 
House, and so are a lot of the 
other town houses across the 
street. 

The grass at the White House is 
so perfect that my first desire was 
to walk through it barefoot. The 
texture is even, it looks soft to 
the touch, and it’s not cropped 
close like a putting green. A real 
prototype of a lawn. The earth also 
smells fresh here on Pennsylvania 
Avenue especially after things have 
just been watered and the driveway 
hosed to clear off fallen leaves. 
There are lots of big trees: elms, 
little leaf linden, all sorts of oak, 
magnolia, all grown tall and bushy. 
In comparison with early pictures 
of the White House looking rather 
bare and bolt upright, today the 
gardens and the grounds fully bal- 
ance the house itself. It is an Amer- 
ican country house with Palladian 
parts. More than that, it is a well- 
groomed, slightly Southern place 
on a larger scale than what most 
prosperous grandmothers have as 
a setup. Interestingly, for me at 
least, it exuded a tranquility that’s 
usually the genius of dowagers 
rather than politicians. 

Two Presidents who had worked 
out this same feeling of well-being 
in their own houses were Washing- 
ton and Jefferson. Washington 
chose and surveyed the site for the 
White House, and planned for 
porticos, pavilions, and a third 
floor to be added later. Jefferson 
designed underground wings re- 
miniscent of Monticello, which 
weren't used finally. He also chose

Orders will be filled in 4-6 weeks. 
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Breezes come off the river night and 
day giving the feeling that 
the Kennedy Center is really 
a large white barge churning upstream 
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Benjamin Henry Latrobe, an Eng- 
lishman already at work elsewhere 
in the new Capitol, to do more 
work. It was the Monroes who 
were the first to live in the White 
House after the British burned it 
and it was rebuilt. Like Jefferson, 
they were fond of French furni- 
ture and brought it into the White 
House. On the first floor, three 
smallish sitting rooms decorated in 
American and French Empire col- 
ors and furniture make a corridor 
between the two large rooms on 
either end. One is the state dining 
room, which was enlarged by 
McKim, Meade and White for 
Theodore Roosevelt. The other, 
the East Room, done in white and 
gold, is the largest, and runs the 
width of the house. One can under- 
stand why the people on the tour 
feel the house belongs to them. The 
ceilings are high, but none of the 
rooms is intimidating. Their dec- 
oration makes a digest of Ameri- 
can taste. In general the best arch- 
itects and decorators had a crack 
at updating as administrations 
came and went. That some presi- 
dents had more talent for living 
than others is the democracy of it. 

One reason the White House 
looks as if it’s on so much land 
right in the center of Washington 
is that Lafayette Park fills a square 
directly across Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue. It’s a pleasant place to sit and 
look at the front of the White 
House from a short distance—it’s 
impossible to get a good look from 
a car, and loitering in front of the 
wrought-iron fence is regarded as 
suspicious behavior. But just across 
the street peeping is legitimate 
sport. It may amuse some people 
to see if the Fords keep the window 
shades in their living quarters at 
the same height from room to 
room. They don’t. The park is the 
center of a several block area 
where human scale dominates the 
monumental. Rimming the park 
are house-houses and office-houses, 
some Federal, some in the Federal 
style, some modern versions still in 
brick. None is thick or wide or 
more than 6 stories. The Hay- 
Adams Hotel (right out of the row 
of old-fashioned hotels along Lake 
Geneva) and Saint John’s Church, 
once a tiny perfect Greek cross 
shape by Latrobe, top the square. 
Around the corner along Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue is the high-stooped 
Blair House. Its beautiful wrought- 


iron fence protects beds of hya- | 


cinth whose scent lingers for the 
length of the block up to the red 
brick Renwick Gallery with its 
wonderful staircase. From the door 
of the Renwick one sees the old 
Executive Office Building on the 
White House’s west flank. Recent- 
ly it contained the offices of John 
Dean, E. Howard Hunt, Charles 
Colson. Room 16 in the basement 
was used by the Plumbers, who 
planned the raid on Ellsberg’s psy- 
chiatrist’s office. It is not open to 
the public. 

The Sans Souci is 50 yards away. 
People in Washington make a big 
fuss over this restaurant. Perhaps 
since it makes almost another 
government cafeteria—grandluxe 
French grade—by being so close 
to the Executive Office Buildings, 
old and new. This means govern- 
ment bigwigs come often for lunch, 
which in turn attracts press big- 
wigs, and goodlooking women, 
often principals themselves. The 
action is the people—32 tables 
with a seating capacity of 110. And 
at lunch time almost half have 
standing reservations. Paul, the 
maitre d’, is treated with slavish- 
ness by his customers as is neces- 
sary when the demand so far ex- 
ceeds supply. The room itself is 
quite charming, with green leather 
banquettes; the main area is sev- 
eral steps down so that one sees 
the whole restaurant and all the 
people in a moment as one comes 
in. The day I went, Nancy Kissin- 
ger, Clifton Daniels, and Barbara 
Walters had pinned down the most 
important tables. Go late or very 
early for lunch and you might get 
a table, or try dinner when the 
competition cools off. 

A 3-minute drive from the 
White House puts you under the 
shadow of a massive center for the 
performing arts that was finished 
in 1971 and made the critics (and 
not just the critics) rage and wring 
their hands. : Edward Durrell 
Stone’s Kennedy Center is just 
huge. Big enough for three theatres 
under one roof. And reviews aside, 
the place is full all day long with 
people eating at the restaurants, 
going to movies, matinees, and to 
all of the theatres at night. It’s 
clearly a center that Washington 
starved for. On warm sunny days 
racing shells ply the surface of the 
Potomac like waterbugs. The op- 
posite bank and the shrubbery is- 
land wedged somehow in mid- 
stream are green and attractively 
overgrown. Breezes come off the 
river night and day giving the feel- 
ing that the Kennedy Center is

perhaps because Georgetown is 
also the residential center of a 
Washington that at the end of the 
day, or an administration, or a tour 
of duty, remains a very small town 
at its core. It actually has the feel 
of a resort, since so many people 
live there temporarily or for a few 
months out of the year. There are 
some marvelous little shops but 
few of big-city quality. It’s the 
grocery stores and catering outfits 
that are so good and indicate that 
there’s a lot of entertaining. Try the 
French Market for French every- 
thing—fruit syrups for drinks, 
cheeses, croissants, snails already 
stuffed with garlic butter and pars- 
ley, pork and veal paté, praline 
fondant as a base for sweets. The 
atmosphere is straight out of the 
cheerful parts of Gigi with Mau- 
rice Chevalier wearing the butcher 
smock. Neams Market is also good 
and stocks Smithfield hams, which 
they'll send. The Boucherie Ber- 
nard, a butcher shop with black- 
and-white tile and stainless steel 
throughout, looks like a Valentino 
boutique. There’s no mess and no 
odor since every piece of meat in 
the place comes from a restaurant 
supply place that freezes the best 


cuts at 50 below zero and vacuum 
seals them in special nylon bags.

Alka-Seltzer in hand. There 
are lists of restaurants open 
late, or open on Sundays, and 
also a directory of cafés, sand- 
wich shops, health food stores, 
caterers, ice-cream parlors. 

The best way to see. the 
Capitol and the Congress is to 
write your senator or repre- 
sentative several weeks in ad- 
vance. His staff can arrange 
for you to sit in on committee 
meetings or special hearings 
that go on in the morning be- 
fore the more formal House 
and Senate sessions that begin 
at noon. The Washington Post 
publishes the day’s schedule. 
The congressman’s office can 
also arrange for tours to other 
points of interest around town. 
If you'd like to stay near the 
Capitol, there is a new Hyatt 
Regency Hotel two blocks 
away, complete with the sky- 
light-roofed, garden-court lob- 
by now almost a trademark of 
this hotel chain.

For the house fixer 


How to protect your house from winter winds, ready-made shades in custom 
widths, a handy automatic thermostat control 


AVOIDING THE DRAFT 


By Deanne Raffel 


Remember the chill last year in 
your drafty den on a blustery win- 
ter night? It is time to start prepar- 
ing for frost and winter winds. 

Take inventory of your house 
with cold drafts in mind—are 
there broken storm windows, 
cracks around exterior doors, air 
conditioners with gaping air holes 
to the outside? 

Wooden storm windows and 
doors are reglazed like any other 
sashes (see October House Fixer 
for directions). However, alumi- 
num storm windows are handled a 
little differently. If the pane is 
badly shattered, with gloves cov- 
ering your hands, remove the glass 
from the metal frame while it is 
still in an upright position. Then 
pull out the rubber spline that held 
the pane in place. If most of the 
glass is intact and only cracked, 
lift the frame from its track. Lay 
it on a sheet of newspaper, extract 
the spline, and then remove the 
glass. Small splinters must be 
chipped off the aluminum. Dip a 
cloth in lacquer-thinner and wipe 
the glass bed completely clean. 
Take the frame to a glazier, hard- 
ware store, or lumberyard and 
have a new pane cut. At present, 
most states require plastic or safety 
glass for storm doors, so be pre- 
pared to pay a hefty price. Also 
purchase a tube of rubber or con- 
tact cement. Run a small bead 
around the glass groove. Set the 
pane in place while the adhesive is 
still wet. Then resecure the spline 
by pressing it into its track, and re- 
turn the frame to its home. 

Remove the front cover from air 
conditioners and thoroughly vacu- 


um the insides and filters. Stuff the 
sides and front of each unit with 
plastic sheeting (cleaners’ garment 
bags work well for this), and re- 
place the cover. 

Air spaces can be closed with 
various types of weather stripping. 
Two of the best are self-sticking 
closed-cell foam tape and heavy 
poly tape. Both are available in 
several widths, can be cut easily, 
and can be installed even by those 
with two left hands. The poly tape 
is especially effective for bridging 
large areas around windows and 
cooling units. 

Stop drafts around doors with 
foam tape. Close the door and 
place the tape on the jamb tight up 
against the door. To seal drafty 
wood-frame windows, affix a 
length of foam across the top of 
the upper sash and also on the bot- 
tom edge of the lower frame. If 
windows are tightly closed, this 
should prevent cold air from seep- 
ing inside. 

To block the wicked wind that 
creeps underneath the door, use 
weather stripping tacked near the 
bottom edge of the interior side. 
Made of aluminum, plus a strip of 
rubber, felt, or foam, it is easily cut 
and attached to the door. 

Air gaps around the trim on the 
exterior of the house should be 
filled with a sealer—preferably 
silicone—that is packaged in a 
cartridge and applied with a caulk- 
ing gun. Insert the package in the 
gun, snip off the end of the tube, 
and squeeze the trigger. Out oozes 
the sealer. 

If you follow these steps, you 
should enjoy a cozy, warm winter. 


Bringing down 
the bills 


Here’s a new control that turns 
down heat or air conditioning auto- 
matically by night or day to save 
fuel and operating costs. It can also 
turn them up, if desirable. Fuel 
Sentry works in conjunction with a 
standard thermostat and. consists 
of two parts connected by wiring:

For air conditioning, set 
it for the time you want cooling to 
turn on. It requires no in-wall wir- 
ing or connection to heating or air- 
conditioning equipment, as auto- 
matic clock thermostats do, and 
will work with any thermostat and 
heating-cooling system. $24.95, 
Fuel Sentry Corp., 79 Putnam St., 
Mt. Vernon, N.Y. 10550.

Philadelphia 


Design Research’s Rensselaer 
mansion. 

The simple thing that happens 
to be very special—however you 
choose to define that—is the de- 
sign principle behind Design Re- 
search International. One of the 
most unusual of DR’s ten stores is 
in Philadelphia. At 18th and Wal- 
nut streets, the store is housed in 
the magnificent Van Rensselaer 
mansion on Rittenhouse Square. 
DR has made the site of each of 
its stores an important architec- 
tural part of the town or city the 
store is in—which in many cases 
has meant saving valuable old 
buildings by changing the way 
they are used. A tremendous effort 
was made to keep the Philadelphia 
building a monument and residen- 
tial structure. For the DR way of 
presenting things in “real life” set- 
tings the effort has worked miracu- 
lously well. A place of commerce 
can be a place of culture and the 
Van Rensselaer store proves it. 
Design Research sells furniture, 
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fabric, rugs, clothes, cookware, 
tableware, accessories collected 
from Scandinavia, principally Fin- 
land. But French cookware and 
Italian plastics are also part of the 
superclean and functional look DR 
is famous for producing. 

The Doges Room in the Van 
Rensselaer mansion is reason 
enough to drop in when you feel 
like browsing. At one end is an 
enormous open fireplace with a 
hearth and mantel of colored mo- 
saics that’s a subtle blend of rusty 
red, pale green, and ivory. All this 
was carefully preserved when the 
store was remodeled from the 


DR’s managers Berkeley and Beshar. 
Philadelphia Athletic Club, which 
was the mansion’s previous life. 
The ceiling is a collection of hand- 
painted portraits in medallion-like 
frames of the great popes and 
doges of Venice. The eye and 
imagination are lost peering up at 
this gallery of faces. Around you 
is a wide selection of sleek, pale 
pine furniture in the functional

and minimal line look that char- 
acterizes Scandinavian style. 

A winding metal staircase 
spirals up three floors in the mid- 
dle of the store. On the staircase, 
you see the store through a series 
of wonderful visual “wells.” The 
space and the light are fantastic. 
At the top is a stained glass dome 
through which the light streams. 

For many people DR means 
Marimekko. Its world famous. 
Finnish designer Armi Ratia start- 
ed Marimekko and DR offers her 
silkscreen fabrics in a hundred dif- 
ferent ways—right off the bolt at 
$14 a yard is the most usual. 
Apartment dwellers from Cam- 
bridge to San Francisco have used 
the prints and patterns of the fab- 
rics to make “instant paintings” by 
wrapping the cloth around stretch- 
ers and securing it with staples. 
The colors are uncommonly bright 
and childlike in their simple, di- 
rect, uncomplicated feeling. Black 
and white are the most frequent 
accent colors and they’re used with 
great abandon. One room has been 
solely devoted to them, where you 
can look and compare at your 
leisure. They have also been trans- 
lated into umbrellas, $22, pillows, 
$9.50 to $19, sheets, $11.50, quilts, 
$110, and fabric-covered books 
for addresses and recipes. The 
Marimekko clothes by Finnish de- 
signers are as popular as the dec- 
orative fabrics, and for children 
they're great. From T-shirts to 
brightly splashed, patterned over- 
alls, children look great in the col- 
ors, and the clothes are very easy 
for them to live in. Philadelphia’s 
fabric room has wonderful French 
doors that lead out to a small bal- 


cony filled with red and bright 
pink geraniums. It’s a sunny, hap- 
py place. More fabric things—an 
unusual selection of heavy canvas 
luggage, these designed by Risto- 
matti Ratia. They come in simple, 
light over-the-shoulder carryalls, 
$29.50, to sturdy, heavier bags 
that can take the daily wear and 
tear and look neat and compact. 

Cooks adore Design Research. 
On the ground floor of the Phila- 
delphia store you can find Copco 
and DR’s own hand-hammered 
aluminum cookware from France. 
Copco’s white enameled teapot 
with curved wood handle is one 
piece that’s particularly attractive, 
$20. Copper everywhere and a 
great collection of gray pottery 
containers that run the gamut from 
tiny herb pots, $2.50, to larger 
crocklike containers, $4.50—the 
color of rough stone and very 
handsome. Pots and pans abound 
for crépes, omelettes, and deep 
Dutch ovens for stews and ragouts. 

Design Research toys are imagi- 
native and almost always made 
from natural materials—a wooden 
rocking horse named “Charley” 
with gaily painted eyes and nose, 
lots of strawlike hair for his bushy 
mane, $90. Stuffed dolls dressed 
up in little Marimekko clothes are 
for both boys and girls, $6. 

Sometimes it’s hard to relegate 
a rug to the floor when it could be 
hanging on a wall. A few were the 
color of creamy egg froth, all 
wool, and striped with black, red, 
and an earthy brown. 

A small courtyard is being 
planned for next spring with tables 
and chairs and outdoor service for 
coffee and biscuits. It certainly 
seems easier to make a decision 
about fabrics and patterns of flat- 
ware over a cup of cappuccino! 


The Cultural 
Revolution 


= 


New or antique, straws to porcelains 
at The Cultural Revolution. 


Christmas shoppers in San Fran- 
cisco have a veritable treasure 
trove in a small shop called The 
Cultural Revolution at 3044 Fill- 
more. It has a feeling of a small 
village that’s a composite of all 
the different Chinatowns across 
the country. This particular shop 
is put together with such artistry 
and flair that very simple, func- 
tional objects become themselves

little works of art. The Cultural 
Revolution’s owner, Ted Van 
Doorn, was one of the first Ameri- 
cans to bring merchandise from 
the People’s Republic of China to 
the United States. It soon became 
an outlet for the very best, inex- 
pensive things. A few things come 
from other parts of the Orient—the 
Philippines and Indonesia—but 


the store remains essentially a re- 
pository of Chinese goods which in 
many cases Mr. Van Doorn has

designed and had made in China 
exclusively for him. 

Color is one of the striking fea- 
tures of the shop: shades of beige 
from natural straw, green and tan 
from young and mature bamboo, 
off-white ivory, with brown and 
navy cottons and brilliant splashes 
of Chinese red-lacquered bowls 
and boxes. The baskets, place mate, 
brushes, small, portable furniture, 
cricket cages, plant hangers, straw 
matting, and carved trinkets are 
almost all made completely from 
natural materials. And there is 
clothing—navy and mocha-brown 
silk or cotton padded and quilted 
jackets that are so comfortable and 
surprisingly warm, $30 for silk and 
cotton long-sleeved jackets, $22.50 
for cotton cap-sleeved ones. There 
are belts, bags, purses, ivory carved 
beads, and lots of red and blue cot- 
ton slippers for children, $2.95 a 
pair. And what toys! Tiny cro- 
cheted pandas and bears, even 
monkeys dressed up in cotton 
clothes, $1.29. There are also some 
very small embroidered silk ani- 
mals—tigers, horse, and cocks— 
and jars shaped like elephants, 
$2.95, horses made of bamboo, 
and highly decorated whirling eggs 
that open up to reveal tiny chicks 
inside, $1.79. Butterfly kites in 
translucent rice paper with beau- 
tifully painted designs would de- 
light a child, 79¢ and $3.95. 

A corner of the Cultural Revo- 
lution is devoted to cooking gear 
and the really fine wok equipment. 
Ladles, scoops, brushes, kitchen 
shears, bowls, plates, rosewood, 
lacquered and easy-to-split bam- 
boo chopsticks are in generous 
supply. Spice jars in three sizes 
that are covered with a dark brown 
glaze would be as useful storing 
rice, coffee, or sugar, 29¢ to 99¢. 

Rattan and bamboo furniture 
has great design and is often inex- 
pensive and it is flexible besides. 
Indoors or out, the lightweight 
quality has its advantages. Two 
bamboo, 10-foot ladders, at $16 
each, for example, placed one in 
front of the other and secured at 
their bases can, with shelves placed 
on each rung, be a fabulous 
étagére for a really minimal cost. 
Rattan tables, stools, baby cribs, 
and chairs can also be lacquered 
or painted with little trouble. Or 
leave them with their own natural 
finish. One all-bamboo chaise has 
a back that moves to three posi- 
tions plus a latticework that mixes 
the colors of bamboo to make a 
charming pattern, $29.95. And let 
us not overlook those wonderful 
bamboo-woven suitcases that have 
almost replaced pocketbooks and 
attaché cases, $12, $20, and $30. 
And they’re great to use for picnic 
baskets, too. Some even have their 
own wine compartments, $30. 

Now and then a collection of 
truly rare, never-to-be-seen-again 
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porcelain or set of antique cloth- 
ing will arrive in the shop and be 
announced with all due fanfare. 
There are also beautiful embroid- 
ered jackets that can cost up to 
$400. If you find a Japanese china 
pattern there, you can be sure that 
it’s one very few stores will have 
—Mr. Van Doorn insists on elimi- 
nating anything he discovers has. 
become common elsewhere. More 
antiques—the original Indonesian 
batiks that were worn sarong-style 
were all made a meter wide. The 
borders and patterns were all de- 
signed to fit and blend together 
when the fabric was draped or 
wrapped around the body. The 
colors are fabulous and resist fad- 
ing because dyes are made of natu- 
ral plants and roots. The fabrics 
have been made into pillows, $25 
and shoulder bags, $22.50.

Tradition has it that San Fran- 
cisco’s first department store was 
a ship called “Ville de Paris.” On 
its first voyage into the San Fran- 
cisco Bay it was greeted by the 
townspeople who had rowed out 
in their boats to meet it and ac- 
quire by theft or sale the treasured 
French wines it was carrying. 
When the first real department 
store was built it, too, was called 
“City of Paris” and one of its out- 
standing features was its wine cel- 
lar, owned and run by the Verdier 
family. Today the Verdier Cellar 
in San Francisco’s Liberty House 
store is one of the finest wine shops

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in a town that loves its wines. The 
cellars are a part of an entire floor 
in Liberty House called ‘“Nor- 
mandy Lane” and it’s about as 
condensed a food and delicacy 
shopping area as you'll find any- 
where on the west coast. America’s 
second Fortnum & Mason, Lon- 
don’s famous food and delicacy 
shop, is on this floor. (The other is 
at B. Altman & Co. in New York.) 

The last scion of the Verdier 
family, Paul Verdier, made an im- 
portant point of sharing his wines 
with customers in a friendly and 
gracious way. He had a dining 
room situated near his office and 
would think nothing of inviting 
customers into it for a taste of a 
new domestic champagne he was 
currently developing. Those cham- 
pagnes are now world famous and 
carry Brut and Cuvée labels under 
Verdier. $4 to $13 a bottle, domes- 
tic and imported. Some other Cali- 
fornia wines bearing the Verdier 
label are: Chablis, $2.15 a bottle; 
Burgundy, $2.15; Reisling, $2.30; 
Pinot Noir and Chardonnay, and 
a Barbera, for $3.25; and a Caber- 
net Sauvignon, $3.60. 

The cellar is almost perfectly di- 
vided in half with imports on one 
side and domestics on the other. 
White wines are in a specially tem- 
perature-controlled room in the

rear of the cellar. Famous cha- 
teaux lie next to offbeat wines. 
(There’s usually room in every- 
one’s budget for experimentation.) 
You'll find wines from Greece, 
Switzerland, Hungary, and Moroc- 
co, and I'll bet you didn’t know 
that half the vin ordinaire that’s 
drunk in Paris is from Morocco.

Clear 
White at 7617 Melrose Avenue in 
Los Angeles is the place to go for 
things glass, mirrored or made in 
acrylics. Wayne James, who has 
his own factory and manufactures 
many of Clear White’s designs, 
specializes in making these super- 
modern, sleek objects, but only in 
“ice” or reflecting surfaces. There 
are light sculptures, coffee tables, 
light cubes, bar carts, clocks, desk 
and bar accessories, and at least a 
hundred mirrors and their frames 
that he has made. For example, for 
$25 up to $70 he has created some- 
thing he calls “grownup toys.” 
They are acrylic cubes that, used

for centerpieces, combine with 
candles and flowers to reflect the 
light and colors.

Picasso-like etchings pattern an 
acrylic paperweight, $5, and yard- 
sticks and, for the really current, 
metersticks, made of acrylic cost 
$9. One of Mr. James’s favorite 
light sculptures is a 4-inch-thick,

On a floor or table 
the piece simply shimmers and 
glows. Sculptures begin at $150. 

Mr. James suggests you care for 
your plastic and acrylic pieces by 
putting a drop or two of Pledge on 
a soft cloth and rubbing gently. It 
removes surface dust without mak- 
ing plastic static and also fills in 
tiny little scratches that sometimes 
dull that superpure, clean look in- 
trinsic to its beauty. Better too little 
Pledge than too much as acrylic 
will be smeary. W

Enough 
ideas are presented to provide lots 
of enjoyment and a gallery of orig- 
inals by the proud printmaker.

Children 
who are devoted model builders 
should find plenty to absorb them 
here. The emphasis is on early 
Americana.

Materials and 


equipment 


Large piece of white cotton, 1⁄2 
yard of a floral print fabric for the 
top front section of the pillow, 1⁄2 
yard basket-weave-patterned fabric 
for the bottom front and back sec- 
tions; 1⁄2 yard green velvet for the 
top back of the pillow; a needle; 
thread chosen to blend into the 
fabrics; a sewing machine with a 
zigzag stitch; some heavy brown 
paper; pins; scissors, and a bag 
of polyester stuffing. 


Step 1: Cut out flowers and leaves 
from the floral fabric you have 
chosen for your pillow, allowing 
¥s inch of background around each 
piece. Don’t worry about cutting 
precise flower shapes; spaces be- 
tween leaves, flowers, and stems 
give pillow a natural, airy look. 
Step 2: On a large piece of white 
cotton, pin the flowers in a pleasing 
arrangement. 

Step 3: Using a medium-size zigzag 
stitch, sew the pieces onto the 
white cotton. (Do not stitch across 
bottom of flowers; basket section 
will be inserted there later.) 

Step 4: Draw and cut out a basket 
shape from heavy brown paper, 
making it % inch larger at sides 
and bottom than the finished 
basket will be, and 1% inches 
larger at the top. Natural looking 
proportions between basket and 
flowers are essential. 

Step 5: Trace the basket pattern 


onto the basket-weave-printed fab- 
ric. Cut out two basket shapes— 
one for the front, one for the back. 
Step 6: Slide the top of the front 
basket section under opening in 
flower section; pin into position. 
Step 7: Using a zigzag stitch, sew 
the front basket section into place 
and complete stitching across the 
flowers that overlap the basket. 
Step 8: Cut away the excess cotton 
behind the flowers, leaving a 1-inch 
border around the flowers. 

Step 9: To make top velvet section 
of the pillow back, first pin the 
front flower piece face up on the 
wrong side of the velvet and trace 
around the outside shape of the 
flower section. Leaving an extra 
inch at the bottom, cut straight 
across the bottom and around the 
outline of the flowers. 

Step 10: Place back basket section 
on top of velvet, right side up, ad- 
justing size to match the front of 
the pillow. Pin. Zigzag together. 
Step 11: From a scrap of basket 
fabric, cut a border to finish off 
the back of the basket. Pin. Zigzag 
in place. 

Step 12: Pin front to back, right 
sides together. Sew, using a fine 
straight stitch, leaving only the 
bottom of the basket open. Cut 
away excess seam allowance, clip 
curves. 

Step 13: From brown paper, make 
an oval pattern to fit the opening 
at the bottom of the basket. Cut a 
basket-fabric oval. 

Step 14: Pin the bottom of the 
basket in place, right sides to- 
gether, and stitch closed, leaving 
an opening just large enough for 
your hand. 

Step 15: Turn the pillow right side 
out and stuff with polyester, mak- 
ing the pillow firm enough to hold 
its shape. 

Step 16: Pin the pillow closed and 
sew by hand. m

How to mount 
a poster 


Posters are art everyone can afford, 
and they make terrific Christmas 
presents (see some good ideas on 
page 164). But sometimes the cost 
of mounting a poster can be 
greater than the price of the poster, 
unless you do the job yourself. 
David D. Lingwood, president of 
Modernart Editions (they’re the 
people who mount all the posters 
for the museum of Modern Art 
Poster Shop in New York) and his 
assistant Jim Ladden show how. 
The process they use is known as 
museum mounting. Neither glued 
like wet-mounted posters nor cov- 
ered with gelatin tissue like dry- 
mounted ones, museum-mounted 
posters are tightly sealed in a sort 
of super-Baggie, heat shrunk to fit. 


To museum mount a poster, you 
will need: 


A pencil 

Y4-inch Fome-core mounting 
board or 

14- to 3/ 16-inch display board 

(available at art supply stores) 

1-inch white masking tape 

Mat knife 

Metal ruler 

Plastic shrink film 
(order from Arthur Brown & 
Bro., 2 W. 46th St., New York, 
N.Y. 10036. $1.50 per yard; 
minimum mail order $25, 
enough for more than 5 posters) 

Food-bag sealer (under $20 where 
small appliances are sold) 

High-power hair drier

1. Lay poster on a piece of display 
board and mark its corners on 
board with pencil, indicating with 
arrows the top of poster. 

Mr. Lingwood uses 12-inch 
Fome-core as a backing, which 
gives the posters a custom look, 
but you can use 1⁄4- or 3/16-inch 
display board, if you prefer. 

2. Using mat knife and ruler, cut 
board slightly larger than poster, 
so that the poster will not pucker 
when it is sealed in the plastic. Do 
not dig the knife into the board, 
but rather run knife gently along 
board 3 or 4 times, letting the tool 
do the work. You will get a 
smoother, straighter line that way. 
3. Tape the edges of the board, 
using one continuous piece of 


1-inch white masking tape, above. 
Snip the corners of the tape, then 
smooth edges starting from center 
and moving outwards. 

4. Cut double sheet of plastic 
shrink film—it comes folded down 
center—1'2 inches larger than 
poster on all sides. 

5. Seal plastic as close to edges as 
possible on 2 sides, below, to form 


a giant Baggie. Professionals use a 
special heat press to seal plastic, 
but a kitchen-size food-bag sealer 
will do the job. 

6. Open the bag and slide in poster 
and backing at same time, below. 
Bag will be larger than poster.

7. Check to make sure poster has 
not slipped; seal up fourth side. 

8. Use a nail to make a small round 
hole in plastic on back of poster. 
This allows trapped air to escape. 
9. To shrink plastic so it will fit 
poster, set a high-wattage, hand- 
held hair drier on “hot” and focus 
heat first on poster back, below,

working from center out, avoiding 
air hole. This will draw seams to 
back so they will not show. Apply 
heat until plastic fits snugly. 

10. Paste-on, magnetic, or suction 
hooks, available at art supply and 
hardware stores, can be used to 
give your poster the final touch. W

GIVING WITH HEART 
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THINK

It’s the

The style of parties has 
changed. Everyone knows 
that. Smaller spaces, less 
money, and no help have al- 
tered the way we get together 
with people to have fun. 
There is more mobility today; 
people are not accepting the 
kinds of rigid molds that were 
handed down in earlier times. 
There are not so many ex- 
plicit rules. It’s rather like the 
difference between classical 
music and jazz. 

Today’s musical freedom 
depends largely on improvisa- 
tion. What about today’s host- 
ess—does she not have more 
freedom of personal expres- 
sion also? Think about it for a 
moment. A formal dinner, 
with place cards, three set 
courses, coffee and brandy, 
has a structure all its own, 
which those attending know 
and follow to the letter. Infor- 
mal entertaining, on the other 
hand, tends to have a diffuse 
form, dictated mainly by im- 
provisation from hostess and 
guests. People move about 
and sit in different places; 
some may be drinking coffee 
while others still eat salad. 
“Help yourself,” is a call to 
freedom. 

I give and go to about the 
same number of parties as 
most people, I expect. But re- 
cently I began to look more 
carefully at how these more 
informal affairs were chang- 
ing the way hostesses and 
guests behave. I began to won- 
der what new demands these 
parties put upon people, what 
elements are needed to ensure 
I have a good time, whether 
giving or going to a buffet or 
casual get-together. I was 


fascinated by what I learned 
—and I think you, too, will be 
entertained by what’s happen- 
ing in the evolution of our so- 
cial mores. 

Today’s parties, free from 
the conventions of earlier so- 
cial forms, reflect a less set- 
tled, more mobile society. At 
the United Nations, for in- 
stance, almost all entertaining 
is buffet, because the society 
there fluctuates so enormous- 
ly, with the constant comings 
and goings of diplomats. In a 
typical American suburban 
community, a casual buffet 
can happily introduce and ab- 
sorb a new couple without 
long getting-to-know-you pre- 
liminaries. 

But the move to more re- 
laxed entertaining, though 
psychically healthy, places 
new demands on the hostess, 
who must learn a completely 
new set of skills. Some of her 
duties are much simpler: The 
rice can appear later if it’s not 
yet cooked; guests can show 
up at different times; she 
needn’t worry about male/fe- 
male match-ups; people can 
leave early without making a 
hole in the table. But she must 
see that the space is comfort- 
able for everybody; she must 
constantly be on the watch to 
see that guests don't get 
“stuck”; her party must be 
justified in the eyes of the 
guests. 

Sometimes this is very hard. 
“There are no fixed rules 
handed down from our par- 
ents any more,” says Eileen 
Simpson, New York psychol- 
ogist and author of The Maze 
(Simon and Schuster). “Many 
young people are having to do 
things by themselves for the 
first time. You're on stage 
without a prompter—it’s true 
improvisation—and the guests 
have to trust you. So you 
should only plunge into it if 
you're in good shape and feel 
confident that you can do it 
successfully.” 

The first, most obvious new 
test in a party that is not the 
conventional 6 or 8 sit-down 
dinner at a dining table is— 
SPACE. One of the foremost 
experts on the subject of per- 
sonal space is Edward T. Hall, 
Professor of Anthropology at

“The whole point of a 

buffet is to make it good, 
but not so difficult to execute that 
you have to spend hours cooking,” 
says Chessy Rayner, who, with her 
husband William, put together a 
kitchen buffet for 24 in two days 
flat. “I think people have a good 
time at a buffet,” says Mrs. Ray- 
ner. “They like the variety it offers 
—picking a little of this and a little 
of that. We cook easy things, sim- 
ple and healthy food; because the 
simpler it is, the less room there is 


for faults.” Variety in the menu is 
important for a Rayner party. “We 


always offer two meat dishes— 
something you might not normal- 
ly have, like tongue or corned beef 
—and a simpler dish—such as the 
tarragon chicken here. We like a 
variety of vegetables—at least 
three—a good selection of cheeses 
and breads—my favorite part of 
the menu—a good, interesting 
mixed salad, and a simple dessert.” 
For a large party, the Rayners set 
up a long zigzagged buffet in the 


kitchen, using kitchen tables drawn 
up to the counters. The buffet 
starts with plates piled on a small 
bamboo table and leads through 
the kitchen to the dining room 
where tables are set up. Decora- 
tion is supplied by potted plants on 
the buffet and kitchen counters, 
and brightly colored napkins tied 
around wine bottles. Vegetables 
are served in country-style earth- 
enware dishes. For the Rayners’ 
step-by-step party plan, their 
menus, and recipes, turn the page.

KITCHEN BUFFET PARTY 


Dinner for 24 served buffet-style in the kitchen is one casual way William 
and Chessy Rayner like to entertain friends in their New York apartment. 
Here’ their plan of action for shopping, cooking, setting up the party with 
the minimum of fuss and the maximum amount of preparty planning 


Two weeks ahead | The day before 


Day of the party 


Invite guests by tele- 
phone. “I never try to 
invite anyone more 
than two weeks ahead. 
It makes it too awkward 
to refuse. What can you 
say except ‘yes’ when 
asked to come to dinner 
ages ahead.” 

Order plants and 
flowers to be delivered 
the day before.

A successful party that guests—and 
hosts—can enjoy depends, for 
Chessy and William Rayner, on ad- 
vance planning. They’re both pro- 
fessionals—she an interior designer, 
he a publishing executive. Together 
they’ve written Cooking By The 
Clock (New American Library). 
They lead busy lives, so their party 
preparations must be done early. 
Menus are chosen for simplicity: 
Simple foods are always popular, 
and they take the least time to pre- 
pare. “The important thing is not to tense up; 
parties are for everyone to have a good time,” 
says Mrs. Rayner. “I telephone invitations; I 
don’t want to be too formal or the whole thing 
becomes a production. I do as much as possible 
the day before the party. If you wait to do every- 
thing at the last minute, you can bet the day you 
give the party is the day there’s an emergency at 
the office.” For flowers, Mrs. Rayner usually has 
one arrangement of cut wild flowers in the living 
room and plants for the kitchen and dining 
room. She sets up the tables (two or three round 
ones) in the dining room, and buys all the sta- 
ples, tinned goods, and things that don’t spoil the 
day before. “We always make an effort to stay in 
the night before a party so that we can do some 
of the cooking. Usually Bill makes the soup if 
there is one, and I make the dessert. But we often

do them together to make them go faster. On the 
day of the party, I get up early and shop for the 
meat, cheese, breads, and vegetables.” At 3:30 
Margaret McAndrews (who has been helping at 
the Rayner parties for 20 years) arrives and starts 
preparing vegetables and salad greens. “She 
knows our ways. She undercooks the vegetables 
just the way we like, and if we can’t get back to 
the kitchen to do the last little twirl of some- 
thing, she finishes things off and gets food onto 
the platters. (Two more helpers arrive to serve 
drinks, and later, seconds). Bill comes home 
about 7 and we finish cooking the hour before 
guests arrive. Everyone is invited for 8:15, and 
I tell them that we sit down to dinner at 9. They 
can arrive at 8:15 on the button or at five-to-nine 
and skip cocktails—I don’t care,” says Mrs. 
Rayner, who finds some friends prefer to have 
their apéritifs at home and arrive at the last 
moment and others like to come early enough 
for two cocktails. “I think people should be 
allowed to drink what they like; we always have 
plenty of wine of both colors and everything else 
anyone might choose. We also make tea for 
those who prefer it to coffee after dinner. If you 
have people in your home, you should—to the 
best of your ability—give them what pleases 
them without going overboard.” Drinks are 
served in the library; then guests help themselves 
from the buffet in the kitchen and sit at tables in 
the dining room. From then on they’re waited on.

Entertaining in a small apart- 
ment is easy if rooms do dou- 
ble duty. Here, a foyer that’s 
also a home office turns into a buffet 
center when desk is dressed up with 
cloth, napkins, and tempting food. 


The organizer of it all is Jack Lenor |- 


Larsen, a fabric designer (his newest 
fabric, “Pastorale,” on the wall be- 
hind him, left, is so wide it can wrap 
around a room on its side) who likes 
to entertain before or after an event 
—theatre or a meeting. “For working 
professionals it makes a lot of sense, 
and since seating more than six can be 
difficult in small space, buffets are the 
answer. People have better con- 
versations when they break into 
groups of two or three and can switch 
partners freely.” When guests and 
host arrive home together, organiza- 
tion is the key. Buffet is set, platters 


and bowls chosen, in the morning be- § 


fore leaving. Mr. Larsen had his large 
(but still the right size for the dish- 
washer) porcelain buffet plates made 
by potter Jim Makin, who also made 
the soup and dessert bowls. The menu 
revolves around versatile, make- 
ahead dishes like ham and black 
beans. When Mr. Larsen travels to 
Europe on business he brings special 
breads and tinned meats back by the 
bagful. “I go so often now that I don’t 
have the time to shop, so I spend my 
$100 allowance on food.” For this 
party the Brétli (rolls that look like 
scorched potatoes) are from Zurich. 
The other bread is made from pork 
fat and is “short” enough not to need 
buttering. The onion-and-orange sal- 
ad with hearts of crisp romaine has its 
own plates. Dressing is a free adapta- 
tion of Helen Corbitt’s poppy seed 
dressing. “I don’t measure out my 
dressings, but I do taste them and ad- 
just.” For this desk-top feast for 14, 
a barman made the rice, and helped 
pass the asparagus (sauce is home- 
made mayonnaise with mashed garlic) 
and the walnut soup, while guests 
ee still standing with he drinks.

The house added a voice of 
its own.

“And be- 
sides, it’s very Piscean, hav- 
ing things piled around this 
way.” Mrs. Lehman enjoys 
the practical side of decorat- 
ing. “I like to organize clos- 
ets and storage according to 
how you use things, how you 
dress, how tall you are, how 
high you can reach.” In 
the little sunroom, oppo- 
site page, her practicality 
may be totally camouflaged 
by rose-printed chintz, but 
it’s nevertheless there. “This 
is the summertime family 
room,” she says. The drink 
tray is here, and a backgam- 
mon table at which Mr. Leh- 
man often does homework 
on pleasant weekends.

Cut- 
ting a wide doorway 
from the living room 
into what was previ- 
ously a small bedroom 
further opened the 
space and created an 
office-library. Another 
wide opening was 
made between the li- 
brary and the master 
bedroom by taking 
out a closet. Once this 
flow-through space 
was established, the 
decorating became a 
question of keeping 
the space open. The 
uncluttered arrange- 
ment of contemporary 
furniture, the pale 
floors and walls, plus 
the use of natural ma- 
terials set a tone that 
stays constant.

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In the United States, nearly 80 percent of support 
for nonprofit health, social, and cultural institutions 
is donated by dedicated men and women who

The idea that private individuals have a responsi- 
bility to aid and support the worthy social insti- 
tutions all of us benefit from seems to be uniquely 
American. Nowhere else do women and men 
donate time and professional skills the way 
Americans do. And all with verve, commitment, 
and a determination to have, and to provide, an 
enjoyable experience in the process. The National 
Endowment for the Arts estimates that, unlike 
any other country in the world, in this country 
private individuals supply nearly 80 percent of 
the support for nonprofit cultural organizations. 
Educational institutions, neighborhood houses, 
day care, rehabilitation, or recreation centers, 
drives against diseases, and the support of health 
care institutions, all depend upon the generosity 
of the public—embodied in millions of socially 
conscious private individuals—and their trust is 
not misplaced. People who plan fund-raising 
events are an imaginative breed. They must be, 
to find the infinite variations they do on money- 
raising festivities.

AUCTIONS 


An auction may be one of the most frenzied 
forms of fund-raising for charity, and the most 
fun. The details upon details! Last year, when 
Louise Melhado coordinated the House Party 
and annual auction for the benefit of the Lenox 
Hill Neighbordhood Association in New York, 
she needed a secretary who worked for months, 
mostly cataloguing. “You’ve got to be fanatical 
about it,” she says. “The auction was done by 
Edward Lee Cave at Sotheby Parke Bernet. When 
things come in, we catalogue them, send them for 
storage, where they're recatalogued, then before 
the auction, they’re recatalogued a third time.” 

The House Party is called that for a reason: 
Albert Hadley, the vice-chairman, felt that no 
one knew what the Lenox Hill Neighborhood 
House was, and that those who support it would 
gain a feeling for it if they actually saw it. So the 
party is in the house itself, all through six stories 
of classrooms, clubrooms, craft rooms, and halls, 
decorated for the party this year 
by Robin Jacobson, formerly of 
Knoll. “You come in,” says Mrs. 
Melhado, “look around, go into 
the auditorium for drinks, or go 
upstairs for a simple dinner: 
lamb stew and salad. You can 
wander through the bazaar, or 
look in on the silent auction 
(bids are written on slips of 
paper) run by H.O.H. Freling- 
huysen, where things like trips, 
services, motorscooters, belly- 
dancing lessons are sold. At § 
P.M. the auction begins. 

“The first year, we felt that the 
building would only accommo- 
date 400 people,” says Celine 
Marcus, executive director of 
Lenox Hill and, says Mrs. Mel- 
hado, inspiration to the House 
Party committee, “so many peo- 
ple wanted to come that we de- 
cided maybe it would hold 700.

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BAZAARS 


The Lenox Hill House Party isn’t just an auction. 
There are four big booths with special bazaar fare. 

Food: It’s “specialty of the house” from the 
houses of those on the committee, or responsive 
to requests. It’s individual, and it is attractive. 
(Recipes for some favorites, page 96). 

Crafts: Some of them are special little imports, 
but more are the handiwork of Neighborhood 
House people. Afghans and tablecloths from 
senior citizens, toys, painting, weaving. Again, 
it’s a matter of organization, knowing which pair 
of hands is most deft, most willing, and which eye 
the most artistic. 

Books and records: Rodney Pelter and Arthur 
Loeb, owners of the Madison Avenue Bookshop, 
managed this booth. 

Small antiques: In the same room with the 
silent auction also managed by professionals. 

The House Party will be on January 12, 1977 
right after Martin Luther King Day, the one day 
when Lenox Hill House—a 24-hour affair—is 
closed. Right after the holidays people might 
seem partied-out—but the House Party raised 
$200,000 for Lenox Hill this year. 


PARTIES 


For some eighteen years, the Diamond Ball, usu- 
ally held at the Plaza Hotel, was a festive meet- 
ing of friends interested in the Institute for Inter- 
national Education. This year, for the first time, 
it was The Winter Party—“The Winter Party,” 
explains Mrs. Tassos Fondaras, one of the execu- 
tive committee. It was held at the Rainbow Room. 
“We felt we needed a new look, a new perspective. 
People don’t give balls any more.” 

But they do have parties. With food, and frivol- 
ity, and music, and dancing, for a good cause. 
Planning begins nearly a year ahead. From Sep- 
tember through the third or fourth Wednesday of 
January, the traditional day, it’s all-out. And all 
of the planning is aimed, as it should be for a 
party, at making the guests feel special. There are 
door prizes from such donors as Van Cleef & 
Arpels and Harry Winston—and favors from 
designer Mimi Di N (Princess Romanoy), and 
from Estée Lauder, both members of the com- 
mittee. “There isn’t a chairman, really,” Mrs. 
Fondaras says, “just a committee.” 

To hold down the costs this year the women 
of the executive committee designed, made, and 
installed all the decorations—peach-colored table- 
cloths topped with circles of silvery Mylar; center- 
pieces of frosted feathers, wintry and gay. They 
took in, at the party, more than $100,000. “It was 
work,” says Mrs. Walker Cain, “but we had so 
much fun.”

Divide 
dough into thirds. Add 2 squares melted 
unsweetened chocolate to one third. Chill 
white dough until firm (about 3 hours). 
Roll 14-inch thick; cut with 3-inch serrated 
cookie cutter. Place rounds on cookie 
sheet. Put room-temperature chocolate 
dough into a pastry bag with a large 
rosette tip and pipe chocolate numbers 
onto cookies, one for each day of Advent 
(27 this year).

EF some, warm and 
casual family get-togethers with 
good company and good food are 
year-round happenings. At Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Natkin’s, Christmas- 
time is no different. “During the 
holiday season everyone is in the 
kitchen making things,” Mrs. Natkin 
says. Daughter Leda, 14, bakes cook- 
ies and bread.

The idea for these appliquéd pillows was 
inspired by a few scraps of flowered fab- 
ric. Designer Mark Robinson scouted 
New York for suitable fabrics and 
brought back an armload. “They were 
just what I needed: good, clean prints of 
realistic-looking flowers and a variety of 
basket-weave patterns. And the prices 
were right.” He cut out the shapes of flow- 
ers, leaves, and baskets and put them to- 
gether, experimenting with proportions, 
backings, and fillings. In time Mark Rob- 
inson was selling pillows by the basketful. 


Every flower pillow begins with a carefully arranged 
bouquet.

Northwestern University, author 
of The Hidden Dimension and 
most recently, Beyond Culture 
(Anchor/ Doubleday). Dr. Hall, in 
collaboration with his wife Mil- 
dred, worked with House & Gar- 
den (April, 1969) to produce a 
whole issue devoted to space. 
“Each person has around him an 
invisible bubble of space,” they ex- 
plain, “which expands and con- 
tracts depending on his relation- 
ship to others, his emotional state, 
his cultural background, and the 
activity he is performing at the 
time. This sacred bubble is a bit of 
mobile territory which only a few 
other organisms are allowed to 
penetrate and then only for short 
periods of time.” 

In a large party, a buffet, or any 
casual, unstructured gathering, 
your bubble of space is constantly 
under stress, in a way that would 
not happen at a formal dinner, 
where you know precisely where 
you are sitting, who is on your 
right and left, and how long they 
are going to stay there. A good 
contemporary hostess, therefore, 
will see to it that chairs and tables 
are arranged at a buffet party in 
such a way that guests can talk 
and move around in comfort. A 
Long Island hostess told me that 
she always used to have her fur- 
niture arranged in a certain way, 
but found that after every party, 
the furniture had been rearranged 
by her guests to their liking. La- 
boriously she would put everything 
back again afterwards, until one 
day she realized how absurd that 
was, and simply left the furniture 
the way it was! 

“A really good hostess can ar- 
range difficult people properly,” 
says Mrs. Kirk Douglas, whose 
buffet parties in Beverly Hills are 
world famous. (Quite literally; she 
once gave a buffet for Maya Plise- 
tskaya of the Bolshoi Ballet. “I 
planned a typical, very California 
buffet with hamburgers, chicken, 
knockwurst, corn on the cob, and 
so on,” recalls Mrs. Douglas. “The 
ballerina stood in line, but through 
her interpreter said to me, ‘If I go 
back to Russia and tell them I went 
to a movie star’s home and had to 
stand in line for a sausage, they 
won't believe me!’ ”) Maneuvering 
people well takes time and thought, 
Mrs. Douglas believes. “I think 
out-of-towners and shy people find 
it alarming when they don’t know 
where to sit. It’s awfully difficult 
for them when people turn down 


chairs and save them for their pals. 
I think the hostess should be given 
a lot of credit for seating a party 
well.” 

Eileen Simpson agrees that shy 
people may find casual parties a 
strain. “We are having to learn a 
new skill,’ she says. “How to 
‘work’ a room—how to move if 
you’re bored—how to make the 
most of the people there. There is 
no protection as there is in the for- 
mal sit-down dinner. A male friend 
of mine once told me, ‘When I go 
to a buffet, I get my food, take the 
arm of the two most attractive 
women in the room, and carry 
them off to the couch to sit down 
and eat with me.’ Would that we 
could all be so self-confident!” 

The simplest solution to the 
problem of people who don’t know 
each other or who are shy is, of 
course, to seat them formally— 
even with place cards. However in- 
formal the gathering, it is possible 
to make sure that Jane sits next to 
John, or that the out-of-town mu- 
seum board member sits next to the 
local collector. “I feel people are 
happier and mix better if the host- 
ess has planned proper seating for 
them,” says Mrs. Douglas. “A 
seated buffet with place cards is 
much more pleasant for me. Some- 
times it’s the only chance I have to 
talk to a man. At many Hollywood 
parties, the men talk business to- 
gether before and after dinner.” 

Giving your guests the right 
space to enjoy themselves in is one 
thing—but a more fundamental 
element in today’s informal enter- 
taining, Dr. and Mrs. Hall believe, 
is the party’s MESSAGE. “A party 
is basically a communication,” Dr. 
Hall told me. “A very involved, 
elaborate communication on a 
great many levels. There are 
countless types of party you may 
attend—friendship, business, ego 
trip, status, or whatever—but im- 
plicit in any party is a classification 
system of this type. I am not sug- 
gesting a party should be analyzed 
to death, but both hostess and 
guest should have some idea of 
what the party is about. Otherwise 
everyone will go home disappoint- 
ed, frustrated, or bored.” 

All social occasions have an in- 
ner meaning—a wedding is one of 
the most obvious examples. In a 
small, formal party, communica- 
tion of this type is usually quite 
simple. If there are only 6 or 8 
people present at the table, it is a 
fairly speedy business to establish 
who everyone is, and why the host- 
ess invited you. (Indeed the hostess 
is expected to plan very carefully

AN wal likes to attract 
people from one area to another 
with small islands of delicious 
things to eat. The heart of Mr. 
Beard’s Greenwich Village kitchen 
is an abbreviated U-shaped counter 
where he sets up wines—a big silver 
punch bowl filled with ice for mag- 
nums of white wine (“I have a pas- 
sion for magnums’”), and red wines 
on a tray. The main course, a nava- 
rin of lamb, is kept warm on the 
Corning cooktop set into the island. 
For this simple buffet a great har- 
vest of salads is set up on a counter 
near the garden door: a big bowl of 
greens—endive, arugula, bibb, ro- 
maine—and a variety of dishes and 
plates in different patterns to hold 
julienned raw zucchini, cucumber, 
thinly sliced onion, and tomato. 
Three dressings, whizzed up in the 
Cuisinart food processor, are served 
separately so guests can mix their 
own favorite salad. (James Beard’s 
latest book is New Recipes for the 
Cuisinart Food Processor [$3.98].) 
Cheeses and breads are set out in 
the adjoining dining room with sep- 
arate plates and knives. Guests can 
gather in clusters in the kitchen on 
stools or at tables set in the garden, 
the kitchen, and the dining room. “l 
like flowers in the kitchen, too,” says 
Beard, who makes everything festive 
with arrangements of marigolds and 
chrysanthemums and candles every- 
where, inside and out.

“The challenge of vegetarian 

food is to make it look ap- 
petizing,” say interior designer Ar- 
nold Copper and his wife, Morinda. 
They seem to have met the challenge 
with ease, judging from this mag- 
nificent Thanksgiving spread. The 
stuffed sea bass, which takes the 
place of the turkey, is laid out on an 
early 18th-century walnut library 
table against the wall, left, with 
whole-wheat macaroni and corn 
pudding in American earthenware 
crocks. Seasonal fruits are used as 
decoration as well as for eating, the 
glowing colors blending with the 
Irish brass candlesticks and gilded 
wooden lamps. The traditional des- 
serts, pumpkin pie and baked apples, 
complete the celebration. For re- 
freshment, there’s homemade apple 
champagne and pero (a coffee sub- 
stitute of barley, chicory, and molas- 
ses) served with milk and cinnamon. 
Planning the buffet for 8, the Cop- 
pers set up two tables of 4, right, 
(there are more tables for more peo- 
ple). Blue and white Chinese plates 
on the walls echo the blue and white 
rug, woven by Arnold’s brother John 
Copper and Gregory Newham. The 
Coppers’ interests are varied (he is 
coauthor of a book, Psychic Sum- 
mer, published in October by Dial 
Press) and they entertain a lot— 
sometimes as many as 40—taking 
turns cooking. “Arnold likes infor- 
mal parties,” says his wife. “He can 
take things from the refrigerator and 
turn them into marvelous dishes 
quite spontaneously. He likes using 
fresh vegetables and fruits, preserv- 
ing their natural state as much as 
possible.” Morinda Copper works 
differently—she plans ahead, and 
makes lists, preferring to create 
sauces and prepared food. “I like to 
find interesting casseroles that don’t 
look like casseroles,” she says. “For 
instance, I make vegetable macaroni 
with unpeeled, steamed eggplant, to- 
matoes, and zucchini. The sliced

rooms for 20, | use 4 cups of raw 
rice to produce 12 cups of cooked 
rice, and 1% pounds of mushrooms 
for one cup of duxelles (chopped, 
squeezed, cooked, and flavored with 
minced shallots).

“While people are helping them- 
selves to the main course set up on 
the kitchen table, we clear up the 
soup dishes—stash things in the 
sink or on counters and cover with 
clean tea towels or upside-down pots 
so that everything looks neat.” Salad 
and cheese are set on a work top in 
the kitchen, but dessert is passed 
around to guests with coffee, “as 
the kitchen does look a bit messy 
by this time.” 


White bean soup 
with herbs 
and lemon 


From Julia Child’s Kitchen. This de- 
licious soup, served in fancy cups, 
would be good even at a formal 
dinner, especially when you use the 
cream enrichment with herbs and 
lemon. 

Ingredients 


2 celery stalks, sliced 

1 medium onion, sliced 

1 medium leek, or another 
onion, sliced 

3 tablspoons butter 

6 cups liquid (chicken stock, 
or water, 
or a combination) 

1% cups washed white 
beans of any type, 
or flageolets 

1 bay leaf 

2 teaspoons salt 

optional: 1 or more cloves 
garlic, unpeeled 


Method 


O In an uncovered pressure 
cooker, or in a heavy 3- to 4- 
quart saucepan, sauté the sliced 
vegetables in the butter 5 min- 
utes until fairly limp, but not 
browned. Add the liquid, bring 
to the boil, then add the beans, 
bay leaf, salt, and optional gar- 
lic. Bring rapidly to the boil 
again, uncovered, and boil ex- 
actly 2 minutes. Remove from 
heat, cover pan, and set aside 
for 1 hour. Then bring to the boil 
again. Either pressure cook ex- 
actly 5 minutes at full pressure, 
then let pressure go down by it- 
self—15 to 20 minutes; or sim- 
mer slowly, partially covered, for 
1¥%-2 hours, until beans are 
thoroughly tender. Add a little 
boiling water if liquid has evap- 
orated below top level of beans. 
O Drain in a colander set over a 
glass bowl. Discard bay leaf. 
Squeeze contents of optional 
garlic cloves into beans, and 
purée beans and other vegeta- 
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bles either through a vegetable 
mill or in an electric blender. Re- 
turn purée and cooking liquid to 
pan. 

O Now you may thin out the 
soup with milk, enrich it with 
cream, season it to taste, and 
serve it forth, or try the following 
enrichment. (Makes about 2 
quarts, serving 4-6 people.) 


Egg yolk and 
cream enrichment 


Ingredients 


big pinches each of salt, white 
pepper, nutmeg 

2 egg yolks in a mixing bowl 

Y% cup heavy cream plus more 
cream, or milk, if needed 

4-6 tablespoons soft butter

Method 


O Just before serving, bring the 
soup to the simmer, carefully 
correct seasoning with salt, 
white pepper, and nutmeg. Then, 
beating the yolks with a wire 
whip, blend in Y2 cup cream and, 
by dribbles, several ladlesful of 
hot soup. Pour this mixture back 
into the soup, and bring to just 
below the simmer. If soup seems 
too thick, thin out with spoonfuls 
of cream or milk. Remove from 
heat, and beat in the herbal lem- 
on butter by spoonfuls. Serve 
immediately, accompanied, if 
you wish, with toasted and but- 
tered croutons. 

O Cold bean soup. The preced- 
ing bean soup with its herb and 
lemon fillip is also very good 
cold. Overseason it slightly, chill 
it, and when you are ready to 
serve, stir in a bit of chilled me- 
dium cream; top each serving 
with a sprinkling of fresh green 
herbs, or with a slice of lemon 
and slices of hard-boiled egg 
sprinkled with herbs.

O Trim the skin from the ham 
and with an injector that looks 
like a tiny bulb baster, inject the 
ham with at least % cup Ma- 
deira. Or cut small slits in the 
ham and pour the Madeira into 
them. 

Brush on the mustard. Roll 
out the pastry and drape over 
the ham, tucking the ends under 
the ham. Place on a rack and let 
rest overnight in the refrigerator 
to give the Madeira time to per- 
meate the ham.

Harriet Healy, who ran a cooking 
school in Palm Beach for many 
years and who is now working on a 
new cookbook of “good quick things 
and light, new-wave dishes,” has two 
kitchens in her Palm Beach house. 
Her own special kitchen, done in 
blue-and-white toile de Jouy and 


old French furniture, is her favorite 
spot for entertaining. Mrs. Healy’s 
preferred number for parties is six; 
she never has more than eight. All 
the preparation, cooking, and serv- 
ing she does herself. “It is so much 
more fun than having other people 
doing it.” She likes to start off with 
a soup Course, served in the living 
room—this time a chicken broth 
with clam juice and whipped cream, 
served in pot de créme cups. After 
the soup course, she and her guests 
return to the kitchen for the main 
course. Note: The following recipe is 
taken from Palm Beach Entertains 
Then and Now, by the Junior League 
of the Palm Beaches, published this 
month by Coward, McCann & Geo- 
ghegan. 


Chicken

Harriet Healy recommends using a 
food processor when preparing the 
chicken, since this can be heavy 
work for the average blender.

of Interiors Designers is involved 
in at least one showhouse each 
year; the Junior League alone is 
responsible for eleven across the 
country—and although it is one 
of the most difficult of projects to 
do, it is usually very rewarding. 
The Woman’s Association of 
Morrisown (New Jersey) Me- 
morial Hospital found it so. They 
raised $260,000 for the hospital 
with “A Mansion in May” at 
Giralda, once the home of Geral- 
dine Rockefeller Dodge. 

Showhouses are dream houses, 
castles in Spain, with a different 
designer for every chamber and 
turret, each happily indulging 
him/herself by creating a room for 
the best of all possible worlds. 
Showhouses are spun, like day- 
dreams, in the most spectacular 
surroundings possible, and when 
they are ready, the doors are 
opened and everybody can come 
in, wander, gaze, muse—and go 
home with a very practical solu- 
tion for that awkward little corner 
under the stairs. Showhouses, like 
all beautiful realities, are the re- 
sult of very, very hard work, none 
of which should show. 

Giralda was the second show- 
house the Woman’s Association 
had done. They are fast becoming 
experts, and they have found that 
the two cardinal rules for all fund- 
raising efforts—plan way ahead, 
and be fanatical about details— 
should be engraved in gold and 
mounted over the entrance to 
every showhouse. Do you want to 
do a showhouse? Here’s the way it 
goes:

First, the search: “We began 
looking for a house in November 
of 1974,’ says Mrs. George F. 
Schmucki, general chairman of “A 
Mansion in May,”—a year-and-a- 
half before the showhouse was 
scheduled. Working through real- 
estate agents, she and her commit- 
tee chosen in the fall after the first 
WAMMH showhouse, were on the 
lookout for something for sale or 
available, preferably unoccupied 
and not likely to be occupied 
quickly (perhaps, one whose own- 
ers would agree to postpone mov- 
ing in), with an interior in which 
they could have reasonable free- 
dom with enough in the way of 
grounds to allow parking, with at- 
mosphere and appeal. Something, 
well, marvelous. They found a 
house and were proceeding when 
suddenly, in September 1975, they 
were told it was sold, probably be- 
cause of the interest raised in it, 
and therefore not available. (“Les- 
son: keep the search quiet,” says 
Mrs. Abbott M. Swift, chairman 
of the operations committee.) 

The committee had investigated 
the possibility of the Dodge house 
before and had been turned down 
because it was full of Mrs. Dodge’s 
things. But in the meantime the art 
auction firm of Sotheby Parke Ber- 
net had held what they called “the 
sale of the century” there and now 
the house stood empty. The com- 
mittee tried again, and was ac- 
cepted. “It will be the showhouse 
of the century,” they promised 
themselves. “It really is partly who 
you know,” says Mrs. Schmucki. 
Mr. Dodge had been a trustee of 
Morristown Memorial; there were 
still friends there and at the Dodge 
foundation responsible for the 
house.

Once the house is decided upon, 
the lease terms must be drawn up, 
and it’s a job for friendly lawyers. 
Who’s responsible for what? What 
can be done inside? How must the 
house be returned? When can the 
showhouse committee go to work 
there? What are the dangers, the 
liabilities? In what condition is the 
wiring? The questions pyramid, 
and all should be down in black 
and white. 

Next, the lists: “You must have 
a firm foundation,” says Mrs. 
Schmucki. The work started in 
January, 1975. The lists cover pos- 
sible committeepeople, possible 
patrons, possible contributors; 
they extend to newspapers, maga- 
zines, periodicals. There are lists 
of designers, lists of sources of ma- 
terials, lists of people past and 
present who might be involved. 
There are 44,000 names on the 
select master list. And—because 
all of the lists had to be coordi- 
nated so that mailings would not 
duplicate or contradict one anoth- 
er—there were even lists of lists. 
It took the full time of a recording 
secretary and a communications 
committee chairman, Mrs. Peter 
T. Buchanan, who was also a 
member of the mailing and promo- 
tion committees. 

And the committees: They were 
formed in January, 1975. “You 
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have to have first-rate people, and 
we did,” says Mrs. Schmucki. The 
steering committees they felt were 
necessary were: boutiques (the old 
carriage barn was to house four- 
teen boutiques and a lunchroom), 
communications, designers, fi- 
nance, landscaping, mailing and 
telephone (a trained staff manned 
the phones during the showhouse 
itself), office, operations, personnel 
(“vital”), printing, program, pro- 
motion, sewing, and special events. 
The chairmen of these formed the 
executive committee which met 
once a week. 

The designers: The Dodge 
house, an angular study in dreary 
brown, was still the Dodge house 
—and full of exciting possibilities. 
Designers were contacted by letter, 
and many more applied than there 
was room for. Each was invited by 
appointment for a tour of the 
house. “They’re the stars, after all, 
and they should be treated like 
stars.” Each submitted ideas. The 
committee made decisions and as- 
signed rooms—and there was an- 
other round of written agreements 
among all the parties concerned. 

The patrons’ parties: “To begin 
with, you have to raise working 
capital. We had a buffet supper 
with a jazz band in February, 
called ‘Dancin’ in the Mansion,’ 
for 525 people.” A Patrons’ Party 


for the opening night was planned 
at the same time. In monsoon 
weather, 600 came for a formal 
seated dinner. That raised $30,000. 
Cocktails on Tuesday and Thurs- 
day nights (making a month-long 
liquor license necessary) during 
the month the house was open 
were another special attraction. 
And then there were catered box 
lunches, served by husbands of 
WAMMH members, in the car- 
peted, rejuvenated carriage barn. 
Each event had a committee. 
Printing: Perhaps the biggest 


single cost of a showhouse. The | 
“Mansion in May” mailings were | 
all designed and coordinated—and | 


because the February party had 
been so successful, the printer was 
paid three days after he delivered 
the programs—promptness, he 
said, unequaled in his entire ca- 
reer. The programs, designed dur- 
ing the summer of 1975, cost more 
than $1 apiece to print; the first 
print order was 50,000. Ad sales 
for the program brought in 
$28,000. One warning from Mrs. 
Schmucki: The terrific enthusiasm 
a showhouse generates may cause 
a tendency to over-order. Be very 
level-headed. 

Personnel: A mailing in March 
asked for volunteers to show the 
house, to oversee parking the cars, 
to help wherever help was needed. 
The mansion would need 300 peo- 
ple a day, many of whom would 


only work one day— perhaps 1,400 
people a week, each of whom 
would need orientation. A local 
church offered its sanctuary for 
classes—“it looked like Easter 
Sunday”—while the local police 
managed the comings and goings 
of more cars than they were used 
to. Volunteers paid $5—the same 
price as the entrance ticket—and 
got a program and a free pass for 
a nonworking day. After working 
four times, they could ask for their 
original $5 back, but out of the 
thousands, less than a hundred did. 

The grounds: The first 
WAMMH  showhouse, Upton 
Pyne, was lavishly floral. Giralda, 
emerging from thickets of neglect 
and winter, became a collection of 
New Jersey shrubbery surround- 
ing walled gardens and outlining 
vistas—a project that needed its 
own committee, too. 

Finally, the opening: “Your first 
week is always slow,” Mrs. 
Schmucki says. “It takes a while 
for people to hear about it, and 
make up their minds to come.” So 
Giralda stayed open a full month, 
a week longer than most show- 
houses do. A professional cleaning 
crew came in every night. Things 
to watch out for? Good refrigera- 
tion for all the food. Well-trained 
hostesses. Alert information peo- 
ple. And then, if there are dis- 
asters, usually they are the results

possible, in my experience, to go 
to a party knowing the people will 
be boring, but also knowing the 
food will be spectacular, and thus 
enjoy yourself hugely!) “The mes- 
sage of a party is in the emotions 
of the people,” says Dr. Hall. “The 
ultimate test of all the hostess’s 
hard work is, how is it affecting 
the people?” 

Of course hostesses usually 
know perfectly well why they are 
giving a party, but how often do 
they communicate it? If it is to in- 
troduce a special visitor, you can 
indicate that when you give out 
your invitations. Similarly, if the 
party is for your husband’s boss or 
business associates. If it is for a 
friend’s birthday, guests will be 


grateful to know this beforehand, 
so they can offer congratulations 
or a present. I was brought up to 
believe that it was rude to ask, 
“Who is going to be there?” when 
invited to a party. But I now think 
the question is legitimate, and a 
thoughtful hostess will give you 
some idea of the message before 
you arrive and before you have to 
ask. 

At most parties today, where 
there is no formal structure to rely 
on, there is also the more subtle 
message of the hostess saying, 
“This is me, this is the way I live.” 
Happy guests are those who feel 
comfortable in the presence of a 
hostess who is comfortable with 
herself. (There is nothing more off- 
putting than a nervous, apologiz- 
ing hostess.) It’s a new responsibil- 
ity for informal party-givers—a 
new experience in self-knowledge, 
and in communicating that knowl- 
edge to others. 

In other words, entertaining to- 
day can give you a new dimension 
of personal growth. Giving a suc- 
cessful party means coming to 
terms with yourself, with your so- 
cial existence, with your relation- 
ship to the world around you. Go- 
ing to such a party, you are expos- 
ing yourself to people you other- 
wise might not meet, in a situation 
where you can either “ice skate,” 
enjoy light conversation with lots 
of people, or find a quiet corner 
and talk more intimately with peo- 
ple who interest you. You are test- 
ing yourself and them, and this ex- 
perience can help you find out 
what sort of person you are. Even 
if you are bored, there’s nothing 
wrong with that. You are simply 
discovering what kind of stimulus 
you need from—or must give to— 
other people. 

“If you were advising a person 
about how to give a successful 
party now, in 1976,” says Dr. Hall, 
“you would have to know a great 
deal about the person who wanted 
to give the party. Because the way 
you entertain should be an exten- 
sion of the way you live—the way 
you are.” 

It’s an exciting thought—and 
worth knowing about. We've de- 
veloped quite a lot since we 
banged drums in the jungle. After 
all, as the English writer Nancy 
Mitford remarked, “Apart from 
the life of the intellect and the con- 
templative religious life, which 
few people are qualified to enjoy, 
what else is there to distinguish 
man from the animals but his so- 
cial life?” Entertainment is about 
having fun, but it is also about hu- 
man evolution. Whether as host- 
ess or guest, at today’s parties we 
are discovering new ways of com- 
municating with and enjoying one 
another. W

late 1930s and early 40s, houses which 
were products of the unlikely combi- 
nation of the avant-garde esthetics of 
the Bauhaus (Gropius had previously 
been director of that German school, 
and Breuer is a teacher there) with the 
traditional building methods of New 
England. This influence is no acci- 
dent, of course; Meier once served as 
a young apprentice in Breuer’s office. 

Meier is no mere copyist. His 
houses also show original and rare 
talent for arranging door and window 
openings into superb asymmetrically 
balanced planar compositions (essen- 
tially, a painter’s talent), for creating 
highly pleasing three-dimensional 
forms (a sculptor’s talent), and for 
carving out spectacular interior vol- 
umes (the essence of architecture). 

Despite the wholeness of each par- 
ticular Meier design—a section from 
his house in East Hampton, for ex- 
ample, is by no means interchange- 
able with a section from his house in 
Connecticut—there still are charac- 
teristics which all the houses share. 

First, one of the characteristics de- 
riving from Le Corbusier’s early 
buildings (and his paintings, as well): 
a special vocabulary of shapes, includ- 
ing freely curved subsidiary elements 
within the more rigid rectangular 
frames of the houses’ structures. 

Second, and very personal with 
Meier, is a flair for the creation of 
dramatic double-height and even 
triple-height living areas. In almost 
all his houses, including those of mod- 
est size, the important rooms open to 
unexpected volumes and views in a 
succession of heads-up surprises. The 
bedrooms and other private areas, by 
contrast, are likely to be simple and 
small—for some tastes, too small. If 
there is any flaw in the way these 
houses work, in fact, it arises from this 
strict division into important public 
rooms and unimportant private ones, 
a division which may be intellectual- 
ly satisfying, but which may also be a 
little too pat for the way some of us 
live. One owner, although in general 
very enthusiastic about her Meier 
house, says, “It lacks private rooms 
and private spaces. It is absolutely 
ideal for two people, but a third in- 
habitant, because of the openness, is 
an intrusion on the natural lifestyle of 
the house.” 

Third, Meier houses are white. But 
for a few interior walls of bright pri- 
mary color and for some natural wood 
flooring, there is no exception to this 
rule; they are white, white, white. 
They are also smooth, smooth, 
smooth. This discarding of color and 
texture is not a negative act; it has a 
delightful, liberating effect. Trees nev- 
er before looked as green, the sky 
never as blue as when viewed from the 
sparkling purity of an almost-all-white 


Meier interior. At night, one owner 
says, the expanses of white and the 
large glass areas have a special effect: 
“You really become part of the sky, 
and seem to travel away with the mov- 
ing airplanes.” 

Lack of color and texture are also 
positive expressions of faith in one of 
the earliest and most fundamental be- 
liefs of modern architecture: the be- 
lief that a miraculous new building 
material—slick, weathertight, joint- 
less, and perfect—was just around the 
corner, and that architecture should 
be designed with that vision in mind. 
Alas, half a century after the first 
smooth, white, modern buildings were 
designed (stripped, of course, of the 
pilasters and moldings that once had 
covered the joints of traditional con- 
struction), the new material is still 
around the corner. Stucco and wood, 
all these years, have had to substitute, 
and the vast, unbroken, flat surfaces 
appropriate for the not-quite-discov- 
ered miracle unfortunately present 
some quite old-fashioned problems of

waterproofing and maintenance when 
applied to those conventional materi- 
als. In a forthcoming book on what 
he sees as the fallacies of modern de- 
sign, architect-critic Peter Blake has 
this to say of such “machine look” 
buildings: “Their razor-edged panels, 
their pure cubes, their shining slabs 
of glass, all proclaimed the advent of 
a new world of industrialization, a 
new world in which the immensely 
rational machine would replace the 
absurdly unpredictable sleight of 
hand. And, if that article of faith 
crumbles, and that root of the Modern 
Movement is cut off,” Blake con- 
cludes, “then all else may fail.” What- 
ever the potential failures of modern 
architecture as a whole, of course, 
few question that it has produced 
some buildings that history will re- 
spect as being of lasting interest, and 
it seems likely that some of Meier’s 
houses will be among them. 

Not all the characteristics of 
Meier’s houses have been constant. 
In the two most recent of the houses 
shown on page 168 to 171—a large 
house on Lake Michigan, a small one 
in a wooded New York suburb—there 
is a development not seen in the earli- 


er houses, a poetic freedom with form 
(in the New York house, for example, 
the stairway which sinuously snakes 
its way around a structural steel col- 
umn, or a playful abstract relief above 
the fireplace). Meier attributes this 
new lyricism to a recent year spent in 
Italy as Architect-in-Residence of the 
American Academy. “That’s what 
happens when you go to Rome,” he 
says. Obviously, more architects 
should go there. 

Meier’s houses are not for every- 
one; like all houses, they have limita- 
tions. Their fagades and spaces are 
designed with much more concern for 
composition than for such relatively 
mundane considerations as sun con- 
trol, glare, heat loss, or how on earth 
the windows are cleaned. (The house 
in New York, surrounded by decidu- 
ous trees, happens to work perfectly 
well—except for an occasional spot 
a bit too warm, it is flooded with sun 
in winter and nicely shaded in sum- 
mer—but one must wonder about the 
great expanses of exposed glass facing 
the lake in the Michigan house.) 

Functional considerations are by 
no means disregarded by Meier, of 
course; he is too thorough and too 
professional an architect for that. 
Each house is tailored to fit its site 
and, to a large extent, its owners’ par- 
ticular requirements. Meier, in fact, 
likes to help choose even the specific 
furnishings for his buildings, and if 
nothing on the market seems to be 
suitable, he delights in designing a 
new piece of furniture and having it 
built. Even grading and planting de- 
tails are subject to his study. 

Even if there are minor lapses by 
Meier into less than absolute practi- 
cality, the people who own his houses 
couldn’t like them more. Except in the 
case of one house in Old Westbury, 
L. I., the original owners still use all 
the houses shown here, and their 
praise is impressive. “I never get tired 
of the interior spaces,” says the owner 
of a house in Darien, Conn. “We love 
the uncluttered feeling, the ease of up- 
keep, and the adaptability,” say the 
Michigan owners. And, from a Meier 
client in Westchester County, N.Y., 
the most often repeated—and most 
important—comment of all: “The 
house is indeed beautiful.” 

This architect’s future designs will 
be well worth watching. Meier’s talent 
is proven, his imagination is inventive, 
and his future development is promis- 
ing not only of striking environments 
for his own clients, but also of a body 
of fresh ideas—about surfaces, forms, 
views, space, and light—about clarity, 
lyricism, and beauty—that can enrich 
the way all of us see our environ- 
ments. NOTE: Oxford Press just 
published Richard Meier by Richard 
Meier.

Its 
rugged bark and heavy-textured 
branches are picturesque at all 
times of the year, and the large, 
ferny leaves cast a fine summer- 
time shade. The nuts, of course, 
are the black walnut’s best-known 
product, but its wood is also un- 
paralleled for cabinetmaking—so 


deep, well-drained soil, but have 
few pests or diseases. 

Mothers are likely to complain 
about the stained hands of child- 
ren who try to shuck the nuts 
while they are still green and juicy.

A hot, dry spell, particu- 
larly, may mean that the soil in 
pots has baked dry while the gar- 
dener was otherwise occupied. 
When this happens, pockets of soil 


may remain dry even after a thor- | 


ough watering—the water runs 
past the dry pocket without pene- 
trating it. So, if water runs out of 
the bottom of a pot sooner than 
seems normal for the plant in ques- 
tion, it probably means that the 
soil is absorbing moisture uneven- 
ly. To remedy this situation, dunk 
the pot in a tub or bucket with 
enough water to come up to the 
rim and leave it there until air 
bubbles stop coming out of the soil. 
Don’t be surprised if you have to 
add water to the bucket to keep 
the level up to the pot rim—a 
dried-out pot of soil can absorb a 
lot of water. Afterward, resume 
watering on a normal schedule. 


How much rain? 


It’s hard to tell about rainfall. A 
whole string of rainy days may 
produce no more than a trace of 
moisture in the soil, doing no good 
at all to thirsty gardens. So the 
wise thing to do is measure the 
rain as it falls and be prepared to 
make up for any deficiency that 
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may occur. Newest and most effec- 
tive way of doing this is with the 
digital rain gauge shown on page 
153, a useful gift for gardeners. 
Cleverly designed, this battery- 
powered gauge functions by means 
of a cup that empties itself when- 


| ever a tenth of an inch of rain has 


fallen, at the same time making an 
electrical contact to register on the 
indoor indicator. It can show cum- 
ulative precipitation all the way up 
to a thousand inches, or be reset 
after every shower.

Keep on the grass 


Lawn grasses do some of their 
most active growing in late sum- 
mer, when cool nights and increas- 
ing moisture give the plants a 
chance to make up for time lost in 
July and August. The best way to 
bring grass to thriving health for 
the fall season is to apply fertilizer 
now. Since the past several months 
of mowing have removed so much 
of the grass plants’ leaf growth, 
they need nitrogen more than any- 
thing else, so use a mixture rela- 
tively high in thatelement—10-5-5, 
for example. Of course, fertilizer 
should be spread when the grass is 
dry, then watered in. And don’t 
forget the rule for mowing: No 
more than 3 of the growth should 
be cut off at any one time; so cut 
often when growth is rapid, as it 
will be after fertilizing.
